"Death  is  swallowed  up  in  victory."  (I  Corinthians  15:54)  "Our  faith 

tells  us  we  shall  live  on  in  a personal,  conscious  life  beyond  the  grave.  

There  is  compelling  evidence  that  physical  death  is  not  the  end,  but  the 

beginning  of  a new  and  different  life.  Time  and  space  cannot  destroy 

love.  Love  in  itself  possesses  an  immortality.  Death  cannot  separate  us  from 
those  we  love  because  death  cannot  kill  what  never  dies." 

These  words,  written  by  Bishop  Underwood,  in  the  chapter  on  "Death"  from 
his  book,  "Being  Human,  Being  Hopeful",  are  so  in  keeping  with  our  faith  and 
are  so  appropriate  as  we  remember  this  Servant  of  God  who  came  our  way  and 
lingered  with  us  such  a short  while.  But  what  an  impact  those  two  and  a half 
years  made  on  the  Louisiana  Conference. 

He  was  indeed  a pastor  to  all  his  flock,  both  clergy  and  laity.  His 
unbounded  energy  led  him  from  one  end  of  this  state  to  the  other  (often  in  the 
same  day)  and  from  east  to  west.  He  was  proud  to  be  a United  Methodist  and 
never  hesitated  to  tell  everyone  why  he  was.  His  compassion  for  those  in 
sorrow  or  in  need  was  ever  present,  even  at  a time  that  his  own  physical 
condition  was  testing  his  faith.  That  faith  never  faltered  and  he  died  as  he 
had  lived  - always  courageous.  We  have  sorely  missed  him  in  our  Conference  - 
as  our  friend,  our  pastor,  and  our  shepherd. 

We  lovingly  dedicate  our  directory  to  Bishop  Walter  Lee  Underwood  this 
year  and  remember  his  final  paragraph  from  his  book:  "If  a man  die,  shall  he 
live  again?  The  Easter  answer  is,  Yes,  in  a personal,  conscious  life  beyond 
the  grave.  Hallelujah!  Hallelujah!  Hallelujah!"

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EXPENSE  GUIDELINES 

Louisiana  Conference  Executive  Committee 
United  Methodist  Women 
(Amended  9/85) 


United  Methodist  Women  recognize  the  need  to  be  an  inclusive  group  and  to  have 
elected  leaders  who  represent  a diversity  of  age,  race,  economic  background, 
and  status  of  employment.  To  make  this  possible,  a Budget  for  Conference 
Administration  and  Membership  Development  is  approved  annually  to  provide 
expenses  for  those  chosen  to  serve  in  leadership  positions.  The  following 
guidelines  for  reimbursement  (along  with  the  Conference  Budget)  seek  to  expand 
the  concept  of  what  it  means  to  be  in  mission. 

Expense  vouchers  are  available  from  the  conference  treasurer  and  should  be 
filled  out  in  full  when  applying  for  reimbursement  and  submitted  to  the 
conference  president,  secretary  and  treasurer.  Expenses  for  specific  meetings 
should  be  turned  in  at  the  close  of  that  meeting,  if  possible,  or  not  later 
than  the  next  week.  Expense  vouchers  should  be  submitted  within  the  quarter 
which  the  expense  occurs  when  possible. 

Leaders  are  advised  to  submit  all  legitimate  expenses  for  doing  their  job 
well.  If  someone  cares  to  donate  supplies  or  services  which  normally  would  be 
covered  under  these  guidelines,  please  submit  those  charges  and  then  endorse 
the  check  (or  refund  part  of  it)  directly  to  the  conference  treasurer. 

Conference  officers  are  asked  to  pay  their  own  registration  fees  to  Conference 
events  without  reimbursement.  She  is  often  expected  to  pay  her  own  room, 
meal,  and  travel  expenses  and  then  turn  that  amount  in  for  reimbursement.  If 
this  arrangement  causes  personal  hardship,  a cash  advance  to  cover  expected 
costs  may  be  requested  from  the  conference  treasurer. 

Every  call  letter  or  written  announcement  of  upcoming  events  requiring 
"official  participation"  of  conference  leaders  shall  mention  further  specific 
plans  for  financial  arrangements  not  delineated  herein  (such  as  whether  the 
individual  leaders  will  pay  or  sign  for  meals  and  lodging). 

The  following  limitations  should  be  noted: 

A.  Travel  Expenses 

1.  Thirteen  (13)  cents  per  mile  shall  be  allowed  for  travel  by  car. 

When  a van  is  used  with  six  (6)  or  more  people  in  the  pool,  mileage 
will  be  paid  at  25<t  a mile.  No  mileage  will  be  paid  to  anyone  who 
chooses  not  to  carpool.  Any  exceptions  will  be  voted  on  by  the 
Conference  Administrative  Committee.  When  district  and  conference 
officers  travel  together  with  expenses  provided  by  their  respective 
organizations,  they  shall  submit  pro  rata  shares  of  the  expenses 

of  these  groups.  Other  riders  shall  assume  their  share  of  the 
expense. 

2.  Lodging  may  be  reimbursed  at  a rate  up  to  $10  per  person  per  day. 

Meals  may  be  reimbursed  at  a rate  up  to  $12.50  per  person  per  day 
(to  be  divided  between  meals  as  desired).  Meals  for  events  that 
are  less  than  one  day  will  be  reimbursed  at  a rate  up  to  $2.50  for 
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breakfast,  $4.00  for  lunch,  and  $6.00  for  dinner.  When  an  event  is 
held  at  a pre-selected  site  where  these  guidelines  are  inadequate, 
meals  may  be  reimbursed  as  follows:  $2.50  for  breakfast,  $5.50  for 
lunch  and  $7.00  for  dinner. 

B.  Officers  Resources 


Materials  which  are  necessary  for  information  and  execution  of  your  job 
(such  as  Service  Center  publications)  may  be  purchased  and  become  the 
property  of  the  Conference  organization.  Most  of  this  materials  should 
be  maintained  in  the  files  you  keep  and  pass  on  to  successors.  Utmost 
care  should  be  taken  that  we  do  not  needlessly  duplicate  materials  which 
cover  overlapping  concerns  of  other  leaders. 

C.  Operating  Expenses 

Postage,  office  supplies,  mimeographing  charges,  long  distance  telephone 
charges,  and  other  miscellaneous  charges  are  allowable.  Receipts  for 
these  expenses  are  to  be  attached  to  the  voucher.  The  use  of  professional 
secretarial  services  and  large  numbers  of  xerox  copies  are  discouraged.

TREASURER'S  REPORT  - Judy  Rountree,  Treasurer,  reported  that  on  January 
1,  1987,  there  was  $11,031.65  in  a NOW  checking  account,  $2,533.54  in  a Money 
Market  Savings  Account  and  $32,000  Certificate  of  Deposit  (7%)  due  in  August, 
1987.  The  Money  Market  account  funds  have  been  transferred  into  checking. 
Each  district  has  received  1/2  of  their  Administration  and  Membership 
Development  funds.  The  first  issue  of  the  newspaper  has  been  published. 
There  is  a present  balance  of  $6,396.55  in  the  checking  account. 

PRESIDENT  - Janelle  McCammon 's  report  will  be  given  later  in  the  meeting. 

VICE  PRESIDENT  - Betty  Ferrington  reported  that  since  taking  office,  she 
has  attended  three  District  Annual  Meetings,  particpated  in  District  Elected 
Leaders  Training,  chaired  first  Committee  on  Program  meeting,  attended  a 
School  of  Christian  Mission  Committee  meeting,  attended  World  Communion  Day 
for  Church  Women  United,  attended  the  New  Officers  Training  Event  in  New  York 
City,  attended  a meeting  of  the  Annual  Meeting  Task  Group,  taught  the  study, 
"Technology  in  Tension  with  Human  Values",  four  times  spoke  at  two  services  of 
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the  Broadmoor  United  Methodist  Church  in  Baton  Rouge  on  United  Methodist 
Women's  Sunday,  attended  the  Executive  Committee  meeting  of  her  district, 
spoke  to  the  unit  of  United  Methodist  Women  in  Zachary  about  the  1986  Assembly 
and  attended  six  meetings  of  her  local  unit  - noting  that  it  has  been  a busy, 
exciting  and  challenging  year  to  date. 

FINANCIAL  INTERPRETER  - Lynn  Foil  expressed  the  desire  for  Financial 
Interpreters  to  continue  to  work  closely  with  the  Treasurers  to  provide 
promotion  of  funding  where  needed.  Good  communication  has  been  established 
through  monthly  mailings  and  responses.  One  area  of  Undesignated  Giving  has 
been  emphasized  each  month.  She  plans  to  set  up  a display  at  Conference 
Retreat  on  Food,  Land  and  Justice,  avenue  of  supplemental  giving.  A short 
article  is  being  prepared  for  the  Conference  Newsletter  explaining  where  the 
offering  at  the  School  of  Christian  Mission  will  go.  Also,  a display  will  be 
set  up  in  the  Resource  Room  on  "Medical  Care  for  Missionaries  and 
Deaconesses."  The  pledge  service  and  a project  to  raise  money  will  be  planned 
for  Annual  Meeting  when  the  theme  has  been  determined.  In  her  report  she 
listed  participation  of  units  by  Districts  in  undesignated  giving  through 
Special  Membership  Recognition  Pins,  Gifts  to  Mission,  and  World  Thank 
Offering.  She  encouraged  promotion  and  asked  districts  to  discuss  ideas  for 
promotion  in  their  executive  meetings.  She  has  taught  the  study,  "Southern 
Asia",  at  the  Conference  School  of  Christian  Mission,  at  three  district  mini- 
schools, and  two  local  units  - five  scheduled  for  the  spring.  She  presented 
pledge  services  for  the  New  Orleans/Slidell  District  and  three  local  units. 
She  was  guest  speaker  for  the  Alexandria  District  Annual  Meeting  and  in  two 
churches  for  United  Methodist  Women's  Sunday. 

(Report  was  presented  in  Lynn's  absence.) 

COORDINATORS  - Reports  are  on  file  from  each  coordinator,  including 
details  of  the  following  highlights. 

CHRISTIAN  PERSONHOOD  - Ella  Mae  Custer,  Conference  Coordinator,  in  her 
report  reviewed  the  training  of  her  district  counterparts  at  District  Elected 
Leaders  Training  with  special  emphasis  on  the  goals  for  spiritual  growth  and 
the  Reading  Program.  A summary  of  the  questionnaires  (to  determine  the 
activities  for  Christian  Personhood  for  each  district)  was  given.  (Report  was 
presented  in  Ella  Mae's  absence.) 

SUPPORTIVE  COMMUNITY  - Taylor  Phillips,  Conference  Coordinator,  reported 
eight  of  nine  district  coordinators  attended  District  Elected  Leaders  Training 
and  set  as  a primary  goal  to  emphasize  support  of  the  mission  team. 

CHRISTIAN  GLOBAL  CONCERNS  - Johnnye  Butler,  Conference  Coordinator, 
reported  that  the  focus  at  District  Elected  Leaders  Training  was  the  concern 
for  involvement,  and  Christian  mission  was  the  main  thrust  in  promoting 
Recognition  for  Excellence  of  Studies. 

CHRISTIAN  SOCIAL  INVOLVEMENT  - Georgie  Dunbar,  Conference  Coordinator, 
reported  that  district  coordinators  at  District  Elected  Leaders  Training 
challenged  themselves  to  find  issues  which  touch  us  and  our  backgrounds  and 
areas  in  some  way  and  were  to  begin  working  here  - one  local,  one  national, 
one  world  issue.  The  group  was  asked  to  write  at  least  three  letters  a year 
to  people  who  could  make  a difference  and  to  ask  the  local  counterparts  to  do 
the  same. 
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COMMITTEE  ON  NOMINATIONS  - Idelle  Simms,  Chairperson  of  Committee  on 
Nominations,  asked  for  suggestions  for  talent  cards  and  for  officers.  Give 
names  to  district  member  on  Committee  on  Nominations. 

HISTORIAN  - Dorothy  Abraham  announced  that  Annual  Meeting  materials  have 
been  added  to  the  Conference  United  Methodist  Women's  scrapbook. 

PUBLICITY/PUBLIC  RELATIONS  - Joan  Songy  has  submitted  articles  to 
newspapers  and  some  have  been  published.  She  stressed  the  idea  to  publicize 
positive  actions  of  United  Methodist  Women  on  all  levels.  Response  magazine 
is  a good  communicator  and  should  be  emphasized  as  such  and  used  by  every  unit 
and  member. 

DISTRICT  REPORTS  - Reports  are  on  file  from  each  district  including 
details  of  the  following  highlights. 

ALEXANDRIA  DISTRICT  - Winder lean  Lewis,  District  President,  reported  that 
her  district  was  hostess  for  the  Conference  Annual  Meeting  at  First  United 
Methodist  Church,  Alexandria,  and  the  Mini  School  of  Mission  was  held  at 
Pineville  United  Methodist  Church.  District  officers  attended  "Say  Yes"  event 
in  Glorietta,  New  Mexico. 

BATON  ROUGE/HAMMOND  DISTRICT  - Alice  Story,  District  President,  reported 
that  a new  unit  will  be  chartered  at  Loranger  Church.  A district  mission  tour 
is  planned  for  April  25  and  will  go  by  bus  to  Dulac  and  MacDonell.  At  their 
District  Annual  Meeting  the  district  treasurer  will  hand  out  a list  of  the 
units,  their  pledge,  and  the  amount  paid  - recognizing  those  units  who  have 
paid  100%. 


BATON  ROUGE /LAFAYETTE  DISTRICT  - Lillian  Soileau,  District  President, 
reported  excellent  participation  at  retreat  and  Annual  Meeting  - the  theme  was 
"Celebrating  God's  Mission."  The  district  overpaid  their  pledge  by  $5,086. 

LAKE  CHARLES  DISTRICT  - Mary  Lou  France,  District  President,  reported 
specific  activities  by  the  District  which  provided  many  opportunities  to 
fulfill  the  purpose  of  United  Methodist  Women.  Through  the  efforts  of  Betty 
Carlin,  a rare  book  of  the  times  of  the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church  and 
entitled  Women  and  Mission  was  rebound  and  presented  to  the  Conference 
Archives . 

MONROE  DISTRICT  - Mary  Pollard,  District  President,  reported  that  the 
district  officers  attended  the  "Share  the  Vision  - Say  Yes"  event  in  New 
Orleans  and  upon  their  return  held  a workshop  for  those  officers  who  were 
unable  to  attend.  Many  local  units  contribute  supplies  to  the  Center  for 
Abused  Women  and  Children.  (Betty  Ferrington  read  report  in  Mary's  absence.) 

NEW  ORLEANS/HOUMA  DISTRICT  - Helen  Bailey  Johnson,  District  President, 
reported  that  the  special  highlight  of  the  year  was  a "Women  In  Crisis" 
Workshop  for  the  purpose  of  increasing  awareness  of  social  issues  concerning 
women  and  children.  "Seeds  for  Tomorrow"  was  the  theme  used  for  the  District 
Annual  Meeting.  All  churches  in  the  district  have  been  visited  except  seven 
and  these  are  scheduled  for  this  year. 

NEW  ORLEANS /SLIDELL  DISTRICT  - Dr.  Marilyn  Ray,  Distrct  President, 
reported  that  the  theme  for  the  District  Annual  Meeting  was  "Faith  is  the  Key 
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to  our  Future."  The  program  was  dedicated  to  the  memory  of  Emma  Harris  who 
was  active  in  United  Methodist  Women  projects  and  mission  work  for  many  years. 
The  continuing  goal  will  be  to  increase  membership  and  pledges,  to  implement 
the  Reading  Program  in  a majority  of  the  units,  and  to  communicate  the 
importance  of  submitting  all  reports  on  the  designated  due  dates. 

RUSTON  DISTRICT  - Judy  Greer,  District  President,  reported  that  the 
spring  district  meeting  centered  around  the  theme  of  "Growing  Spiritually  As  a 
Community  of  Women."  Eight  district  officers  accepted  the  invitation  to 
"Share  the  Vision  - Say  Yes"  event  at  Mount  Sequoyah.  The  district  was 
pleased  to  have  the  addition  of  one  unit  in  1986  with  the  reorganization  of 
the  Ringgold  United  Methodist  Women. 

SHREVEPORT  DISTRICT  - Ola  McNaughton,  District  President,  reported  an 
outstanding  District  Annual  Meeting  with  President  Janelle  McCammon  speaking 
on  the  history  and  work  of  United  Methodist  Women,  Director  Lee  Arthur 
Williams  shared  about  his  work  in  the  Metropolitan  Ministries  of  Shreveport, 
and  Reverend  Carlos  Welsh,  missionary  on  leave,  shared  about  his  work  in 
India.  The  district  overpaid  its  pledge  and  100%  of  units  turned  in 
evaluation  reports.  Shreveport  District  is  looking  forward  to  hosting  the 
Conference  Annual  Meeting. 

PROGRAM  RESOURCES  - Lueburda  J.  Myers,  Secretary  of  Program  Resources, 
summarized  her  many  responsibilities  to  the  Conference  and  will  attend  the 
1987  Spring  Regional  School  Planning  meeting  in  Dallas,  February  27  - March  1. 
She  will  be  in  charge  of  the  opening  worship  service  at  Regional  School  of 
Mission.  Conference  officers  were  requested  to  submit  a recommendation  for 
future  study;  the  day  after  we  return  from  Regional  School  would  be  a good 
time  to  recommend  a special  study.  Mary  Lou  Blakeman  and  Rev.  George  Calvin 
have  been  recommended  as  future  regional  school  leaders. 

COMMITTEE  ON  PROGRAM  - Betty  Ferrington,  Vice  President,  reported  on  the 
meeting  of  the  Program  Committee  held  on  November  14,  1986.  A time  of 
reflection  and  silence  was  observed  in  tribute  to  Nell  Read  who  died  the  day 
before.  Pat  Cobb  was  approved  as  secretary  of  the  Committee  and  Lynn  Foil  was 
approved  as  assistant  chairperson.  Reports  were  heard  from  Taskgroup 
Chairpersons : 

Seola  Calahan  reported  that  overall  the  evaluations  of  Annual  Meeting 
were  above  average  with  only  a few  l's,  2's,  or  3's.  She  felt  there  were  some 
"flaws".  One  being  to  keep  within  time  limits.  The  question  of  when  to  break 
and  for  how  long  continues  to  be  with  us.  Special  arrangements  need  to  be 
made  for  the  hard  of  hearing.  In  consideration  for  those  who  travel  long 
distances  the  Friday  session  needs  to  end  by  8:30  p.m.  "To  banquet  or  not  to 
banquet"  is  the  question.  She  personally  felt  that  being  the  chairperson  was 
a great  experience  and  that  United  Methodist  Women  are  wonderful  to  work  with. 
However,  she  feels  that  we  all  need  to  teach/ learn  the  art  of  Christian 
waiting.  When  500  plus  women  get  together,  somewhere  - someone  is  going  to 
have  to  wait. 

Madge  Lewis  sent  a report  that  there  were  105  persons  attending  District 
Elected  Leaders  Training.  The  evaluations  revealed  that  54  thought  the 
opening  session  was  excellent  and  18  thought  it  was  good.  70  felt  the 
preparation  and  helpfulness  of  the  leaders  was  excellent,  while  8 rated  them 
as  good.  The  amount  of  time  allotted  satisfied  48  while  25  thought  it  needed 
adjustment.  61  district  leaders  felt  they  were  prepared  for  training  local 
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counterparts  and  14  felt  some  lack  of  readiness.  The  program  after  lunch  was 
rated  excellent  by  48  persons,  good  by  13  persons  and  fair  by  1 person.  There 
were  79  evaluations  turned  in. 

Margaret  Burris  reported  that  the  retreat  planned  for  March  27-29,  1987 
at  Seashore  Assembly- in  Biloxi,  Mississippi,  was  on  schedule.  She  requested 
support  and  prayers  so  that  the  week-end  will  be  an  exciting  time  spent 
together . 

June  Sumrall  reported  for  the  Annual  Meeting  Taskgroup  that  a hotel  has 
been  secured.  Dr.  Rosalie  Lawson,  a clergywoman  and  psychotherapist,  will  be 
the  keynote  speaker.  The  banquet  was  discussed  versus  a cold  plate  at  the 
church.  It  was  the  consensus  of  opinion  that  the  banquet  at  the  hotel  would 
be  better. 

The  committee  evaluated  the  1986  goals.  New  goals  were  discussed  and  the 
committee  recommends  the  goals  for  1987-1988  as  printed  in  the  January 
Conference  Newsletter. 

Since  the  November  meeting,  updates  from  the  Taskgroup  Chairpersons  have 
been  received.  Margaret  Burris  reports  that  as  of  February  19,  there  were  40 
people  on  the  waiting  list  for  the  retreat.  Reverend  Rosemary  Brown  will  be 
flying  in  for  the  event.  Vera  Packer  and  Margaret  have  been  to  the  retreat 
center  and  worked  out  details  with  respect  to  rooms,  cafeteria  and  church. 
The  retreat  booklet  has  been  delivered  to  Lou  Alexander  and  Sara  Fugler  for 
duplication . 

June  Sumrall  reports  that  the  Taskgroup  for  Annual  Meeting  met  on  January 
17,  1987  at  the  Noel  United  Methodist  Church  in  Shreveport.  A tour  of  the 
church  plant  was  made  and  places  for  registration  and  the  Resource  Room  were 
designated.  A theme  for  the  event  will  be  "Facing  the  Future  and  Through  It 
All  ...God."  Suzanne  Cate,  Music  Director  at  Noel,  will  be  in  charge  of  the 
music.  Becky  Gerardy  will  be  the  organist.  Norma  Winegeart  will  explain  the 
Mission  Candle,  Mary  Ellen  Gardner  will  be  asked  to  honor  the  retiring 
officers,  and  Gladys  Prillerman  will  be  asked  to  install  the  new  officers.  A 
meeting  of  the  local  presidents  in  the  Shreveport  District  was  held  ori 
February  18,  1987,  at  the  Noel  Church  to  discuss  the  responsibilities  of  the 
local  units  for  this  event. 

Judy  Rountree  reports  that  she  and  Pat  Cobb  have  talked  about  District 
Elected  Leaders  Training  1987.  Horseshoe  Drive  United  Methodist  Church, 
Alexandria,  will  host  this  meeting.  Judy  and  Pat  will  work  up  a 
financial/membership  presentation . 

COMMITTEE  ON  FINANCE  - Judy  Rountree,  Treasurer,  reported  $250,230  was 
sent  undesignated  to  missions.  The  pledge  was  overpaid  by  $13,180.  $3,324.73 
was  from  reserve  and  the  balance  was  overpayment  of  district  pledges. 
Conference  and  districts  used  3/4  respectively  if  their  Administration  and 
Membership  Development  Funds  resulting  in  11%  of  pledge  monies  retained  in  the 
Conference.  If  the  total  budgets  had  been  needed,  the  pledge  would  not  have 
been  met  without  using  reserve  funds. 

She  discussed  conference  insurance  coverage  with  Mutual  Security  Life 
Insurance  Company.  Plan  II,  at  a cost  of  29<t  per  day,  provides  the  following 
coverage:  accidental  death  - $2,500;  maximum  benefit  for  injury  - $3,000; 
sickness  - $2,500;  specific  disease  - $3,500;  and  dental  - $500.  Coverage 
includes  all  conference  officers  at  all  meetings  and  all  people  registered  at 
Conference  Annual  Meeting.  (Emphasis  was  placed  on  being  sure  those  in 
attendance  at  Annual  Meeting  are  registered.) 
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The  motion  was  made  by  Judy  Rountree  and  seconded  by  Nancy  Carruth 

that  the  Conference  renew  its  policy  with  Mutual  Security  Life  Insurance 

Company  at  the  current  rate  with  a $100  premium  sent  with  renewal.  The 

motion  carried  unanimously. 

Current  National  Division  Projects  in  Louisiana  are  MacDonnels  Children's 
Services,  Dulac  Community  Center,  and  St.  Marks  Community  Center.  Peoples 
Community  Center  is  eligible  for  supplementary  funds. 

A cassette  recorder  was  purchased  for  use  of  the  conference  secretary. 

The  UMMW  Mission  Ribbons  added  almost  $1,000  to  the  pledge  and  the 
continuation  of  this  project  was  discussed. 

She  encouraged  each  of  us,  being  women  in  mission,  to  help  promote  the 
Good  Samaritan  Fund  in  the  districts  and  local  congregations.  This  is  a much 
needed  source  of  income  for  our  own  Louisiana  mission  projects. 

She  congratulated  each  district  president  for  the  wonderful  financial 
support  the  district  gave  during  1986. 

COMMITTEE  ON  MEMBERSHIP  - Pat  Cobb,  Chairperson  of  Committee  on 
Membership,  reported  that  146  units  have  submitted  reports  on  United  Methodist 
Women  Sunday  programs  - excellent  response  for  this  time.  Some  units  have 
asked  if  United  Methodist  Women  Sunday  could  be  scheduled  some  time  other  than 
the  end  of  January  and  also,  to  consider  a new  theme  - weary  of  "Called  To 
Grow."  A recommendation  was  made  that  high  school  girls  be  encouraged  to 
apply  for  the  Estelle  Dameron  scholarships  at  the  School  of  Christian  Mission. 

ANNUAL  REPORT/DIRECTORY  - Sally  Turner,  Secretary,  reported  that  the 
directories  will  have  a new  format,  82"  x 11",  and  will  be  mimeographed. 
These  changes  will  be  more  economical  and  will  speed  up  the  production  and 
distribution.  The  Committee  agreed  to  request  a $2.00  contribution  for  each 
directory  toward  the  cost  of  supplies,  etc.  The  estimated  number  of  copies 
needed  is  550. 

SCHOOL  OF  CHRISTIAN  MISSION  - Evelyn  Evans,  Dean  of  the  School,  announced 
that  the  School  Committee  will  meet  following  the  meeting  of  the  Executive 
Committee.  The  spiritual  growth  study,  "The  Acts  of  the  Apostles",  will  be 
led  by  Annette  Sowell  of  Fort  Worth,  Texas.  "Toward  Health  and  Wholeness" 
will  be  led  by  Dr.  Brendonly  C.  Douglas  of  Kerrville,  Texas,  Mary  Weathers  of 
Fort  Worth,  and  one  other  yet  to  be  secured.  (Gilbert  Wade  cannot  come.) 
"Peoples  and  Churches  of  the  U.S.S.R."  will  be  led  by  Reverend  Robert  E.  Call 
of  Nebraska,  Merrilyn  Irvin  of  Arlington,  Texas,  and  Gloria  Bennett  of  Monroe. 
The  theme  will  be  the  same  as  the  Regional  School  theme,  "Removing  Barriers  - 
Seeking  Wholeness."  The  first  school  runs  from  Tuesday,  July  21,  to  Friday, 
July  24.  The  weekend  school  is  from  Friday,  July  24,  to  Sunday,  July  26. 
Costs  will  be  slightly  higher  due  to  an  increase  in  meal  tickets. 

DISTRICT  ELECTED  LEADERS  TRAINING  - Pat  Cobb,  Chairperson  of  the 
Taskgroup  for  1987,  announced  that  DELT  is  scheduled  for  Saturday,  October  17, 
1987,  at  Horseshoe  Drive  United  Methodist  Church,  Alexandria.

At  the  last 
meeting  of  the  Appropriations  Committee  Peggy  Billings  had  shared  the  results 
of  the  first  tour  of  seminarians  to  Africa.  Methodist  clergy  works  diligently 
to  provide  leadership  in  mission  as  in  planning  tours  and  were  overwhelmed  by 
the  quality  of  leadership  and  the  vitality  of  the  churches  in  Zimbabwe. 

WOMEN'S  DIVISION  - Paula  Milo  presented  her  personal  reflections  and 
gratification  as  she  serves  on  Women's  Division.  She  discussed  her  plans  for 
attending  the  Global  Gathering  in  Kentucky. 
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UNITED  NATIONS  INTERPRETER  - Audrey  Milo  gave  a report  relative  to  the 
briefing  on  the  41st  Session  of  the  United  Nations  General  Assembly  by  Under 
Secretary  General  for  Political  and  Security  Council  - Mr.  Ustinov  of  Russia. 
The  1987  focus  for  United  Nations  Interpreters  will  be  (1)  World  Health 
Situation,  (2)  United  Nations  Decade  for  Women  and  Health  Issues,  (3) 
International  Year  for  Shelter  for  the  Homeless,  and  (4)  the  United  Nations 
and  Drugs. 

The  meeting  recessed  with  prayer  and  reconvened  at  8:15  the  next  morning. 

President  Janelle  McCammon  opened  the  morning  session  with  a meditation 
from  the  Diary  of  Private  Prayer  by  John  Baillie.

For  thy  perfect 
wisdom  and  perfect  goodness,  for  the  love  wherewith  thou 
hast  loved  me,  for  the  love  wherewith  thou  hast  loved  mankind, 
for  the  great  and  mysterious  opportunity  of  my  life,  for 
the  indwelling  of  thy  spirit  in  my  heart,  for  the  sevenfold 
gifts  of  thy  spirit,  I praise  and  worship  thee,  0 Lord." 

NEW  OFFICER  TRAINING  EVENT  - Betty  Ferrington,  Lynn  Foil,  Georgia  Dunbar, 
and  Joan  Songy  attended  NOTE  in  New  York  City  in  December.  Each  reported  on 
the  inspiration,  training,  and  fellowship  as  well  as  sharing  new  experiences 
with  directors  and  staff  of  Women's  Division  and  new  friends  from  across  the 
United  States. 

COMMITTEE  ON  NOMINATIONS  TRAINING  - Willa  Mae  Kimbrough  attended  the 
training  event  in  Chicago  representing  the  Conference  Committee  on 
Nominations.  Lorraine  Sparks  and  Marion  Eggerton  were  unable  to  attend. 
Emphasis  was  placed  on  the  preparation  and  use  of  job  descriptions,  do's  and 
don'ts  of  recruiting,  and  setting  up  a talent  bank.  Meeting  the  staff  of 
Women's  Division  was  the  high  point  of  her  trip. 

PRESIDENT  - Janelle  McCammon  reported  that  within  the  last  few  months 
representing  our  Conference  she  has  attended  meetings  of  Church  Women  United, 
the  Board  of  the  Laity,  Council  on  Ministries,  General  Board  of  Global 
Ministries,  and  the  1987  Convocation  of  Boards.  1987  will  mark  the  end  of  the 
"Share  the  Vision  - Say  Yes"  events  for  district  leadership  and  she  looks 
forward  to  the  implementation  of  the  skills  and  insight  gained  from  these 
events . 

The  1986  evaluation  reports  for  the  districts  were  probably  the  most 
comprehensive  that  we  have  ever  received.  She  shared  the  following  facts 
revealed  in  these  reports: 

The  number  of  units  reported  by  the  districts  was  334  in  contrast 
to  340  last  year.  Only  250  units  reported.  This  represents  75% 
reporting  when  our  goal  was  100%.  One  district,  Shreveport,  had 
100%  reporting. 

40%  of  our  membership  is  under  50.  5%  under  30.  15%  from  31  to 

40.  20%  from  40  to  50.  60%  of  our  membership  is  over  50  with  17% 

over  70. 

29%  were  fully  employed  with  9%  employed  part  time.  36%  were 
listed  as  homemakers.  24%  were  retired. 
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Single  women  comprised  34%  of  the  membership;  married  66%. 

District  elected  leadership  followed  very  much  the  same  pattern. 

32%  of  district  elected  leaders  are  employed;  26%  homemakers; 

32%  retired. 

Strength  was  revealed  in  wide  participation  in  the  Call  to  Prayer 
and  Self  Denial.  There  was  good  participation  in  Church  Women 
United.  363  studies  were  reported  with  emphasis  on  Bible  study. 

123  studied  "Daniel".  There  were  505  listings  of  participation 
in  various  action  programs  such  as  peace  efforts,  legislative  action, 
child  advocacy,  hunger,  aging,  etc. 

The  reports  revealed  a great  need  for  emphasis  on  the  implementation 
of  the  Charter  for  Racial  Justice  Policies.  From  the  financial 
standpoint,  only  130  reported  giving  the  World  Thank  Offering  and 
141  gave  special  mission  recognition  and  gifts  to  mission  (in  honor). 
There  seems  to  be  a real  need  for  wider  use  of  financial  resources 
such  as  Where  the  Money  Goes  and  the  Financial  Promotion  Filmstrip. 

68  units  reported  participation  in  the  Reading  Program.  174 
reported  use  of  the  Program  Resources  Book  although  190  reported 
using  Response  Magazine  in  program  planning.  There  were  107  unit 
subscriptions  to  Response  and  950  individual  subscriptions. 

"This  has  been  a very  good  year  for  United  Methodist  Women.  We 
move  forward  together  into  1987  confident  that  this  year  will  be 
an  even  better  one.  I thank  God  for  your  dedication,  your 
willingness  to  spend  yourselves  in  this  challenging  task  that  is 
ours.  May  God  continue  to  bless  us  in  all  our  efforts." 

The  meeting  was  divided  into  groups.  District  presidents  met  in  one 
group  to  access  their  "real  needs"  within  the  district  and  ways  in  which  the 
Conference  team  can  set  up  programs  and  plans  for  meeting  those  needs. 
Conference  officers  met  with  coordinators  to  determine  what  specific  things 
need  to  be  promoted  to  meet  the  needs  of  the  districts.  The  Committee  on 
Nominations  met  at  this  time. 

District  Presidents'  group  reported  the  following  primary  concerns: 

- Need  for  attracting  younger  women  not  only  in  membership  but  also  in 
leadership  - establishing  workshops. 

- Need  for  greater  visibility  and  coordination  among  four  coordinators. 

- Need  for  specific  instructions  on  "how  to". 

Conference  officers  reported  the  following  specific  ways  to: 

Communication 

- Encourage  Conference  officers  to  attend  at  least  six  local  meetings 
other  than  their  own. 

- Seek  out  other  local  people  other  than  Conference  officers  - spread 
out  among  attendees. 

- Have  a meeting  of  Conference  officers  with  district  counterparts, 
possibly  at  a meal  or  a devotional  time. 

- Have  each  district  and  local  unit  select  appoint ive/ (mandated) 
public  relations/publicity  officer. 
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- Establish  committee  of  three  (conference,  district  and  local)  working 
together.  (Example  - prepare  exhibit  on  communication) 

- Involve  local  women  in  planning  events. 

Spiritual  Growth 

- Clarify  goal  - each  unit  pray  for  world  peace  every  Monday  at  noon. 

- Establish  prayer  chain  in  local  unit. 

- Present  counterparts  with  blue  ribbons  to  wear  as  reminder  to  pray 
for  world  peace. 

Social  Issues 

- Plan  a meeting  for  coordinators  to  plan  how  they  can  work  together 
to  implement  goals. 

- Give  consideration  to  the  handicapped  to  make  them  feel  included. 

DISTRICT  MEMBERSHIP  WORKSHOPS  - Pat  Cobb  will  plan  workshops  for 

districts  with  a time  frame  of  one-half  day.  Dates  will  be  scheduled.  The 
president  and  membership  chairperson  of  each  unit  are  to  attend. 

PUBLIC  RELATIONS /PUBLICITY  - Joan  Songy  plans  to  work  closely  with  Nancy 
Carruth  and  Sheree  Moore  in  connection  with  the  Louisiana  Methodist.  One  idea 
stressed  is  to  mention  United  Methodist  Women  organization  if  you  are  ever 
interviewed  or  speak  in  another  group.  There  are  always  positive  actions  that 
members  of  local  churches  are  doing  that  can  be  included. 

The  Secretary  read  thank  you  notes  from  Nancy  Carruth  and  Cecil  Read  and 
family  for  memorial  gifts  sent  by  Executive  Committee. 

Amy  Ward  reporting  for  Marion  Eggerton,  chairperson  of  the  Local 

Arrangements  Committee  for  the  Jurisdictional  Meeting  in  1988  in  New  Orleans. 
Refreshments  will  need  to  be  catered  because  the  conference  will  be  held  in 
the  Marriott  Hotel.  The  following  requests  were  made:  (1)  to  submit  a brief 
article  to  Nancy  Carruth  for  the  fall  issue  of  the  Conference  newsletter,  (2) 

to  send  a letter  to  presidents  of  local  units  requesting  voluntary  love 

offerings  to  help  defray  expenses  of  hosting  the  meeting,  (3)  ask  that  the 
checks  be  made  payable  to  the  New  Orleans/Slidell  District  United  Methodist 
Church  and  sent  to  Marion  Eggerton  as  Chairperson  of  Local  Arrangements,  and 
(4)  see  that  general  acknowledgments  appear  in  the  Jurisdictional  Advocate. 

The  motion  was  made  by  Judy  Rountree  and  seconded  by 

Sally  Turner  that  approval  be  given  to  the  request  for  the  voluntary 

appeal  for  love  offerings  for  refreshments  for  the  Jurisdictional 

Conference  in  1988.  The  motion  carried  unanimously. 

There  being  no  further  business,  the  meeting  adjourned  and  closed  with 
prayer .

The  Executive  Committee,  Louisiana  Conference  United  Methodist  Women,  met 
Monday,  July  20,  1987,  in  the  South  Cafeteria,  Centenary  College,  Shreveport, 
Louisiana,  at  7:00  p.m.  The  meeting  was  called  to  order  by  Janelle  McCammon, 
President . 

Present  for  the  meeting  were  Janelle  McCammon,  Betty  Ferrington,  Judy 
Rountree,  Sally  Turner,  Lynn  Foil,  Alice  Story,  Pat  Cobb,  Lueburda  Myers, 
Taylor  Phillips,  Nancy  Carruth,  Mary  Margaret  Barr,  Idelle  Simms,  Winderlean 
Lewis,  Ella  Mae  Custer,  Helen  Bailey  Johnson,  Joan  Songy,  Ola  McNaughton,  Mary 
Lou  France,  June  Sumrall,  Mary  Pollard,  Evelyn  Evans,  Dorothy  Abraham,  Audrey 
Milo,  and  Paula  Milo. 

The  President  commended  Lueburda  Myers  for  her  outstanding  leadership  at 
the  Regional  School.  Lueburda  was  chairperson  of  the  Worship  Committee, 
published  a beautiful  brochure  of  meditations,  and  was  in  charge  of  music. 
Also,  Judy  Rountree  was  elected  to  a position  on  the  Regional  School 
Committee . 

The  opening  worship  was  given  by  Lueburda  Myers  who  gave  a meditation 
entitled  "Love"  based  on  the  scripture,  I John  7:7-11,  19,  from  the  book,  Holy 
Moments , by  Robert  T.  Young.

CORRESPONDENCE:  The  Secretary  read  notes  from  the  following:  Norma 
Winegeart  in  appreciation  for  the  honor  of  having  the  1986-1987  Annual  Report 
and  Directory  dedicated  to  her;  Mary  Margaret  Burris  in  appreciation  for  the 
Gift  to  Mission  and  the  pin  for  chairing  the  Conference  Retreat  at  Biloxi; 
Mrs.  Charles  B.  McGowan  - thank  you  note  for  naming  her  the  recipient  of 
Special  Recognition  at  Annual  Conference;  Peggy  Huguenel  (Lynn  Foil's 
daughter)  expressed  gratitude  for  our  prayers  during  the  difficult  days  of  her 
pregnancy  and  birth  of  her  daughter,  Ellen;  Mrs.  Billye  Underwood  in 
appreciation  for  the  Gift  to  Mission  in  memory  of  Bishop  Walter  Underwood;  and 
Johnnye  Butler  in  appreciation  for  prayers  and  concern  relative  to  her 
daughter's  illness. 
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ELECTION  OF  NOMINEES  AND  DELEGATES 


Women's  Division  Nominees  - Janelle  read  the  responsibilities  and 
qualifications  for  Directors  of  Women's  Division.  The  Constitution  states 
that  it  is  imperative  that  the  Women's  Division  membership  reflect  the 
diversity  of  women  throughout  the  Church.  Elements  of  this  diversity  are 
race,  marital  status,  ethnic  and  cultural  background,  employment  and  non- 
employment, age,  and  membership.  Three  nominees  and  one  alternate  are  elected 
from  each  Conference  - a total  of  fifty-one  women  from  seventeen  Conferences 
and  sixteen  are  chosen  from  the  Jurisdiction.  Those  names  in  turn  are 
submitted  to  the  Jurisdictional  Conference  which  will  be  held  in  New  Orleans, 
Louisiana,  in  July  1988,  and  eight  are  elected  from  this  Jurisdiction. 
(Nomination  does  not  necessarily  mean  a women  will  become  a Women's  Division 
Director.)  A nominee  can  be  any  woman  in  the  State  of  Louisiana  elected  from 
this  group;  however,  it  would  have  to  be  someone  who  would  be  willing  to 
accept  the  nomination. 

The  President  asked  for  nominations  for  three  nominees  and  one  alternate. 
The  following  nominations  were  made  from  the  floor:  Janelle  McCammon,  Mary 
Margaret  Barr,  Norma  Winegeart,  and  Helen  Bailey  Johnson. 

The  motion  was  made  by  Taylor  Phillips  and  seconded  by  Sally  Turner 
that  nominations  cease.  The  motion  carried. 

By  written  ballots  the  following  women  were  elected  as  nominees  to  serve 
as  a Director  to  Women's  Division:  Janelle  McCammon,  Helen  Bailey  Johnson, 
Mary  Margaret  Barr,  and  Norma  Winegeart  - alternate. 

QUADRENNIAL  MEETING  - United  Methodist  Women,  South  Central  Jurisdiction, 
April  8-10,  1988,  Little  Rock,  Arkansas.  The  theme  will  be  "By  Faith  - We 

Journey".  The  President  read  from  the  Constitution  that  six  delegates  shall 
be  elected  by  the  Conference  organization  - all  of  whom  shall  be  Conference 
officers.  Nominating  procedure  shall  be  established  by  Conference  standing 
rules . 

The  President  asked  for  nominations  for  six  delegates  to  the  Jurisdiction 
Meeting  in  1988.  The  following  nominations  were  made  from  the  floor:  Janelle 
McCammon,  Judy  Rountree,  Taylor  Phillips,  Betty  Ferrington,  Sally  Turner,  Pat 
Cobb,  and  Lynn  Foil  - alternate. 

The  motion  was  made  by  Winderlean  Lewis  and  seconded  by  I del  le  Simms 
that  nominations  cease  and  these  delegates  and  alternate  be  elected.  The 
motion  carried  unanimously. 

REPORT  ON  ANNUAL  MEETING  - June  Sumrall  gave  the  following  report  of  the 
Task  Group  for  Annual  Meeting: 


"Shreveport  District,  Noel  United  Methodist  Church,  and  the  1987  Task 
Group  for  Annual  Meeting  Program  are  finalizing  plans  for  the  September 
18-19,  1987  event. 

Facing  the  Future  - Through  It  All  God  is  the  program  title.  The  theme 
hymn  is  The  First  Song  of  Isaiah  and  the  theme  scripture  is  Isaiah  12:2, 
'Behold,  God  is  my  salvation;  I will  trust  and  will  not  be  afraid;  for 
the  LORD  GOD  is  my  strength  and  my  song.  He  has  become  my  salvation.  ' 

The  featured  speakers  are  Pat  Kneipp,  a Christian  counselor;  Rosalie  J. 
Lawson,  Ph.D.,  Associate  Professor  of  Behavorial  Sciences  (Gerontology), 
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Tulsa,  Oklahoma,  and  Reverend  Ester  Hammond,  Pastor  of  Church  Point  - 
Maxie  - Ville  Platte  churches.  Reverend  Hammond  recently  returned  to 
the  Louisiana  Conference  after  serving  in  Monrovia,  Liberia. 

Dru  Foster,  Noel  secretary,  has  agreed  to  print  650  program  books,  based 
on  16  pages  per  book,  for  $125.00  and  600  banquet  tickets  for  $10.00. 

Carol  Papageorge  and  Margaret  Bryan  designed  logos  for  the  annual 
meeting.  Both  logos  are  beautiful  and  both  will  be  used  in  the  meeting. 

Notepaper  with  Carol  Papageorge' s original  design  of  the  cross  and  flame 
will  be  sold  at  the  annual  meeting.  We  have  quotations  for  4,000 
notecards  and  envelopes.  They  will  be  packaged  in  lots  of  ten  and  will 
be  sold  for  $3.00  per  package.  A profit  of  $800.00  is  possible  and  the 
money  will  be  given  to  Louisiana  Conference  United  Methodist  Women. 

The  banquet  will  be  held  at  Sheraton  Pierremont  at  6:30  p.m.  A menu  of 
turkey,  dressing,  green  salad,  two  vegetables,  and  a mousse  will  be 
served.  Banquet  tickets  will  be  sold  for  $10.00  and  600  people  can  be 
seated  in  the  banquet  room.  Dr.  Rosalie  J.  Lawson  will  be  the  speaker, 
Suzanne  Cate,  soloist,  and  Becky  Gerardy,  organist. 

Dr.  Charles  Simmons  has  planned  the  communion  service. 

The  Thursday  evening  executive  dinner  will  be  served  at  6:00  p.m.  in 
Noel's  fellowship  hall.  The  Executive  Committee  meeting  will  be  held  in 
the  parlor.  Saturday's  executive  luncheon  will  be  held  in  Noel's  Ark. 

At  our  first  planning  session  I told  those  present  I always  ask  God  to 
help  us  with  our  plans  and  to  touch  each  of  us  in  His  own  way.  With  His 
help  we  have  made  our  plans;  we  are  expecting  God  to  bless  each  person 
present.  So  come  prepared  for  your  special  blessing  - expect  it,  look 
for  it,  listen  for  it,  feel  His  touch  of  wonder." 

A presentation  of  a Gift  to  Mission  and  pin  was  made  to  Evelyn  Evans  from 
those  attending  Regional  School  for  services  rendered  to  all  and  a special 
song  was  composed  and  sung  to  her  in  appreciation. 

PRESIDENT'S  REPORT  - Janelle  McCammon  reported  that  the  days  since  the 
last  executive  meeting  have  been  filled  with  varied  and  exciting  experiences 
for  our  Conference  - an  inspiring  retreat,  excellent  committee  meetings, 
successful  Membership  Workshops,  Annual  Conference,  a splendid  Regional  School 
of  Christian  Mission,  meetings  of  Church  Women  United,  District  days  apart, 
and  numerous  meetings  of  Conference  Boards  and  Agencies.  Excerpts  from  her 
report  follow: 

The  report  at  Annual  Conference  reflected  your  dedication  and  commitment 
to  the  task  which  is  ours.  Bishop  Underwood  had  written  that  he  would 
like  to  have  a creative,  innovative,  exciting  report  from  United 
Methodist  Women.  I asked  for  your  suggestions.  When  it  came  time  to 
put  it  all  together,  Judy  came  to  my  house,  and  we  spent  a long  evening 
seeking  to  present  the  work  of  United  Methodist  Women.  Judy  was  the 
choreographer  and  did  a marvelous  job!  Many  of  you  participated  in  the 
presentation  at  Conference,  and  Conference  gave  us  a standing  ovation. 
Many  people  have  asked  since  then,  "What  are  you  going  to  do  next  year?" 
That  is  a very  important  question  for  all  of  us  to  consider.

I think  we  can  illustrate  the  wonderful  cooperation  of  this  Executive 
Committee  by  asking  a show  of  hands  of  those  that  have  participated  in 
and  assumed  special  responsibility  in  those  projects  that  I mentioned. 

Now  we  come  together  for  the  School  of  Christian  Mission,  which  is 
always  a high  point  in  our  year's  work.  Evelyn  and  Taylor  have  put  in 
untold  hours  of  planning  and  preparation  for  this  week.  We  are  all  here 
to  study,  to  learn,  to  grow,  and  to  become  better  servants  in  the  Lord's 
work.  May  He  continue  to  guide  and  bless  us  in  all  that  we  do." 

VICE  PRESIDENT'S  REPORT  - Betty  Ferrington  outlined  her  many  activities 
and  meetings  attended  which  include  special  events,  retreats,  committee 
meetings,  officer  training,  Annual  Conference,  Regional  School,  and  meetings 
of  district  and  local  units.  She  prepared  a display  for  the  Learning  Center 
entitled,  "Tools  of  the  Trade",  wrote  a devotional  for  "Pillow  Talk",  and 
prepared  two  worship  services  for  our  School  of  Christian  Mission.  She  will 
be  preparing  for  National  Seminar,  Annual  Meeting,  and  three  District  Annual 
Meetings . 

TREASURER'S  REPORT  - Judy  Rountree  reported  that  $106,052.11,  42%  of  our 
Pledge,  has  been  paid.  8%  of  the  pledge  funds  have  been  retained  for  the 
Adminstration  & Membership  Development  expenses.  The  A & MD  Budget 
expenditure  equals  $16,027.24  or  32.5%  at  midpoint  in  the  year.  There  is  a 
current  balance  of  $24,867.95  in  the  checking  account  and  a total  reserve  of 
$34,267.08.  Interest  earned  is  $664.87.  A $32,000  Certificate  of  Deposit, 
reserve  and  cumulative  funds,  is  due  August  1 - at  7%  the  interest  will  be 
$2,240. 

Four  districts  have  paid  50+%  of  their  pledge  to  mission.  The  other  five  have 
paid  40+%.  Each  district  has  received  three-fourths  of  their  A & MD  Budget 
for  the  year. 

She  related  the  success  story  of  the  Annual  Report  and  Directory.  $1750  was 
budgeted  and  its  cost  was  $750  plus.  Treasurers  were  asked  to  collect  $2.00 
per  directory  and  at  the  present,  our  bill  stands  at  $361.  The  new  format 
which  was  recommended  by  Evelyn  Evans  has  been  well  receive  by  our  women. 

SECRETARY  FOR  FINANCIAL  INTERPRETATION  - Lynn  Foil  reported  that  her 
energies  have  been  concentrated  on  raising  thinking  about  undesignated  giving. 
She  attended  the  Financial  Workshop  and  Global  Gathering  in  Louisville, 
Kentucky,  and  Regional  School  of  Christian  Mission  - officer  update  sessions 
were  very  helpful.  With  the  assistance  of  Judy  Rountree  and  the  District 
Treasurers  and  Financial  Interpreters,  the  pledge  service  for  Annual  Meeting 
is  being  planned.  "Gifts  of  Hope"  has  been  chosen  as  the  title  in  keeping 
with  the  theme.  Gifts  of  hope  are  from  God  and  would  also  apply  to  our  pledge 
for  1988  giving. 

COMMITTEE  ON  MEMBERSHIP  - Pat  Cobb,  Chairperson,  exhibited  the  scrap 
book  compiled  of  reports,  etc.  relating  to  United  Methodist  Women  Sunday 
activities  and  announced  that  it  will  be  on  display  during  the  School.  The 
number  of  units  reporting  are  203  compared  to  183  last  year.  The  theme  for 
next  year  will  be  "Growing  Great  in  88". 

Twenty-one  have  received  Estelle  Dameron  scholarships  - 12  for  School  I and  9 
for  School  II  - of  this  number  17  are  first  timers.  Efforts  to  include  high 
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school  girls  has  met  with  only  moderate  success  but  promotion  will  continue. 

Membership  Workshops  have  been  held  in  Baton  Rouge,  Hammond,  and  Alexandria 
Districts.  Lake  Charles  will  host  one  on  August  22.  Others  will  be 
scheduled. 

Newly  formed  units  will  be  recognized  at  the  Annual  Meeting.  District 
presidents  were  urged  to  send  this  information  relative  to  new  units  to 
chairperson  on  Membership. 

PROGRAM  RESOURCES  - Lueburda  Myers  expressed  gratitude  to  the  leadership 
team  for  the  love  and  fellowship  shared  over  the  past  four  years  - noting  all 
of  the  experiences  associated  with  her  office  have  helped  her  to  grow  and 
expand  her  concept  of  mission.  She  reviewed  her  many  activities  related  to 
serving  as  chairperson  for  Worship  and  Music  Committee  for  the  Regional 
School,  her  responsibilities  for  all  Service  Center  meetings  for  all  nine 
districts  and  Conference  School,  and  attended  district  and  conference 
committee  meetings. 

PUBLICITY-PUBLIC  RELATIONS  - Joan  Songy  reported  that  contact  has  been 
established  with  local,  out-of-town,  and  Louisiana  Conference  newspapers  to 
publicize  events  of  the  United  Methodist  Women  of  interest  to  Methodists  and 
the  general  public.  A listing  of  all  major  newspapers  and  their  editors  in 
Louisiana  has  been  prepared.  In  cooperation  with  leadership,  activities  of 
the  Louisiana  Conference  United  Methodist  Women  have  been  publicized  to 
interpret  our  purpose  and  program. 

CHRISTIAN  PERSONHOOD  - Ella  Mae  Custer  enumerated  the  ways  in  which  she 
has  worked  with  district  coordinators  in  implementing  Conference  goals,  such 
as,  establish  a support-prayer  network  in  each  local  unit;  emphasize  program 
planning  and  evaluations  - using  United  Methodist  Women  program  resources; 
increase  participation  of  each  unit  in  the  program  of  mission  study;  recognize 
individual  participation  in  reading  program  at  district  annual  meetings; 
create  an  awareness  and  response  to  social  issues  that  affect  people  on  local, 
state  and  national  levels;  revitalize  the  connect ional  system  of  United 
Methodist  Women  through  communication  among  conference,  district  and  local 
counterparts;  and  organize  one  new  unit  and  reactivate  one  unit  in  each 
district  every  year  with  the  help  of  conference  and  district  officers. 

SUPPORTIVE  COMMUNITY  - Taylor  Phillips  stated  that  at  Regional  School 
coordinators  were  given  the  following  specific  and  direct  things  to  do: 
continue  planning  for  the  future  with  special  emphasis  on  problems  that  affect 
women  and  children;  work  closely  with  the  Board  of  Church  and  Society, 
outreach  ministries.  Health  and  Welfare  to  educate  the  public  on  issues  and 
concerns  that  affect  women,  children,  poor,  and  elderly;  communicate  regularly 
with  the  Commission  on  Role  and  Status  of  Women;  and  work  with  mission 
coordinator  of  Christian  Social  Involvement  on  using  the  booklet  on  Charter 
for  Racial  Justice  in  local  units;  and  give  special  emphasis  to  study  and 
support  efforts  to  educate  people  about  the  growing  world  wide  problem  of 
teenage  pregnancy.  Our  goal  will  be  to  strive  for  better  communication  with 
local  women  and  deal  with  specific  problems. 

GLOBAL  CONCERNS  - Johnnye  Butler  sent  materials  and  information 
concerning  Excellence  of  Studies  presentation. 


CHRISTIAN  SOCIAL  INVOLVEMENT  - Georgie  Dunbar  attended  a Church  and 
Society  meeting  in  St.  Louis,  Missouri,  at  which  they  reviewed  the  Church's 
stand  on  "Building  the  Connection"  between  church  and  the  world  in  many  areas. 
Her  area  was  health  and  in  this,  they  visited  a public  hospital  and  its 
facilities  which  rendered  valuable  services  to  middle  and  low  income  people 
who  would  be  deprived  of  proper  care  otherwise.  In  discussions,  it  was  the 
consensus  that  all  people  were  entitled  to  this  service  as  part  of  God's  care 
in  the  world.  At  Regional  School  one  of  the  projects  was  to  ask  people  to 
write  their  congressmen  asking  that  aid  to  the  Contras  in  Central  America  be 
discontinued  since  it  is  against  our  social  principles  and  has  not  resulted  in 
positive  good.  Such  a project  will  be  set  up  at  the  Conference  School  of 
Christian  Mission.

The  next 
issue  will  be  the  January  issue. 

DISTRICT  REPORTS  - Reports  are  on  file  from  each  district  including 
details  of  the  following  highlights. 

ALEXANDRIA  DISTRICT  - Winderlean  Lewis,  District  President,  reported  a 
District  retreat,  a Membership  Workshop  by  Pat  Cobb,  and  two  finance  workshops 
on  undesignated  and  designated  giving.  A new  unit  at  St.  Paul  United 
Methodist  Church,  Campti,  Louisiana,  has  been  organized  with  seven  ladies. 

BATON  ROUGE/HAMMOND  DISTRICT  - Alice  Story,  District  President,  discussed 
the  District  mission  tour  to  Dulac  and  MacDonell's  with  45  in  attendance  - it 
was  a real  eye-opening  experience.  Thirty-eight  local  presidents  and 
membership  chairpersons  attended  a very  successful  Membership  Workshop 
conducted  by  Pat  Cobb.  The  schedule  for  Mini-School  of  Mission  to  be  held  on 
August  8 has  been  enlarged  as  a result  of  positive  evaluations  received  last 
year. 
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BATON  ROUGE/ LAFAYETTE  DISTRICT  - Lillian  Soileau,  District  President, 
stated  that  the  District  has  paid  $14,836.90  toward  its  pledge  of  $24,000.00 
and  hopes  to  exceed  their  goal.  Nine  ladies  will  attend  the  "Share  the 
Vision  - Say  Yes"  event  in  Wichita,  Kansas,  September  11-13.  (Report  was 
given  in  Lillian's  absence.) 

LAKE  CHARLES  DISTRICT  - Mary  Lou  France,  District  President,  reported  85 
to  attend  the  District  retreat  held  April  8 at  Camp  LeBlanc  with  the  Rev. 
Jayne  Trammel-Kelly  as  the  leader.  The  theme  was  "Justice  for  All".  Many 
units  participated  in  the  District  Mission  Festival  held  at  Henning  United 
Methodist  Church  in  Sulphur  - arranging  and  helping  set  up  displays  and 
booths.  Plans  are  being  implemented  for  the  Membership  Workshop  and  District 
Annual  Meeting. 

MONROE  DISTRICT  - Mary  Pollard,  District  President,  reported  that 
District  officers  conducted  "Say  Yes"  workshop  in  January  for  members  who  were 
not  able  to  attend  session  in  New  Orleans.  Our  spring  retreat  was  held  at  St. 
Paul  United  Methodist  Church  in  Monroe  with  Betty  Ferrington  presenting  the 
entire  program  of  music  and  worship,  "Come  to  the  Water".  Newsletters  and 
postcards  have  been  sent  to  presidents  and  officers  to  keep  units  abreast  of 
programs  and  information. 

NEW  ORLEANS/HOUMA  DISTRICT  - Helen  Bailey  Johnson,  District  President, 
cited  the  celebration  of  World  Day  of  Prayer  sponsored  by  Church  Women  United 
with  the  senior  citizens  in  the  area.  The  District  sponsored  two  successful 
Financial  Interpretation  Workshops  and  a Nominations  Workshop.  Ten  officers 
attended  "Share  the  Vision  - Say  Yes"  event  in  Lincoln,  Nebraska.  Seventy- 
four  women  attended  the  Annual  May  Fellowship  Luncheon  in  Thibodeuax  - this  is 
a time  of  worship,  sharing  (local,  district  and  conference)  news,  games, 
laughter,  and  mission.  Three  new  units  have  been  organized  with  several 
others  in  the  process  of  organizing. 

NEW  ORLEANS /SLIDELL  DISTRICT  - Dr.  Marilyn  Ray,  District  President, 
reported  that  the  plan  to  reorganize  the  New  Orleans/Slidell  and  New 
Orleans/Houma  Districts  was  abandoned.  A continuing  problem  in  the  District 
has  been  the  lack  of  adherence  to  deadlines  for  submission  of  reports  such 
United  Methodist  Women  Sunday  and  the  Excellence  in  Studies.  A vigorous 
network  of  communication  between  District  officers  responsible  for  these  areas 
and  local  unit  officers  has  been  launched  to  minimize  the  problem.

SHREVEPORT  DISTRICT  - Ola  McNaughton,  District  President,  reported  on 
two-day  retreat  at  Caney  Conference  Center  with  Pat  Kneippe  as  leader  and  her 
topic  was  the  Wholelistic  Woman  or  the  Holist  Woman  - body,  mind,  and  soul. 
The  District  helped  with  the  World  Federation  Day  Service.  Martha  Boone, 
President  of  World  Federation  of  Methodist  Women,  was  in  charge.  Mrs.  Edith 
W.  Ming,  World  President  of  World  Federation  of  Methodist  women,  was  the 
featured  speaker  and  her  message  was  powerful.  The  District  is  excited  about 
the  plans  to  host  the  Conference  Annual  Meeting  at  Noel  United  Methodist 
Church  and  she  encouraged  all  to  attend. 

COMMITTEE  ON  PROGRAM  - Betty  Ferrington,  Chairperson,  stated  the 
Committee  had  met  earlier  in  the  day  and  had  heard  reports  from  the  Task  Group 
Chairpersons  for  1987  events  as  follows: 


Mary  Margaret  Burris  stated  in  a written  report  to  the  Committee  that 
there  were  153  participants  in  the  retreat  at  Seashore  Methodist 
Assembly  in  Biloxi,  Mississippi.  Ninety-eight  registrations  were 
received  for  "At  Home  Retreat".  Evaluation  revealed  that  the  retreat 
provided  needed  quiet  times,  inspirational  challenges,  fellowship  and 
renewal  experiences.  It  was  with  regret  that  nearly  50  persons  were 
placed  on  a waiting  list.  A total  of  $1,442.48  was  placed  in  the  A & MD 
Budget  after  expenses  were  were  paid. 

June  Sumrall  reported  the  plans  for  the  1987  Annual  Meeting  are  being 
finalized.  Since  her  report  on  Annual  Meeting  was  given  earlier  in  the 
meeting,  it  will  not  be  repeated  as  a part  of  the  report  from  the 
Committee  on  Program. 

Pat  Cobb  and  Judy  Rountree  reported  that  District  Elected  Leaders 
Training  will  be  held  on  October  17,  1987  at  Horseshoe  Drive  United 

Methodist  Church.  The  theme  for  the  day  will  WHAT  DO  WE  DO?  Emphasis 
will  be  placed  on  Membership  and  Finance.

The  motion  carried 
unanimously. 

The  1989  Retreat  Chairperson  and  Assistant  Chairperson  will  be  presented 
for  your  approval  at  the  pre-Annual  Meeting  Executive  Committee  Meeting. 

We  are  working  on  an  "In  Conference"  event  for  January  1989.  If  all  the 
mechanics  for  this  event  can  be  worked  out,  we  will  participate  in  the 
Financial  Interpretation  Workshop. 

The  1987-1988  Goals  were  evaluated,  refined  and  enhanced  resulting  in 
the  revised  goals  for  1988,  as  listed  below: 

1.  a)  Establish  a supportive  prayer  network  in  the  Conference  and 

District  Executive  Committees  and  in  each  local  unit. 

b)  Encourage  local  women  to  pray  for  peace  daily  and  each  local  unit 
to  include  a prayer  for  peace  at  every  United  Methodist  Women 
gathering.  (Leadership  responsibility  - Christian  Personhood 
Coordinator) 

2.  Emphasize  program  planning  and  evaluation,  using  United  Methodist 
Women  program  resources.  (Leadership  responsibility  - Vice 
President) 

3.  Increase  participation  of  each  unit  in  the  total  program  of 
mission  study.  (Leadership  responsibility  - Christian  Global 
Concerns  and  Christian  Personhood  Coordinators  in  particular) 

4.  Encourage  individual  participation  in  the  Reading  Program  and  give 
recognition  at  District  Annual  Meeting  with  certificates  from  the 
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Conference.  (Leadership  responsibility  - Secretary  of  Program 
Resources  and  Christian  Personhood  Coordinator) 

5.  Create  an  awareness  and  response  to  social  issues  that  affect 
people  on  local,  state  and  national  levels  through  communication 
from  Mission  Coordinators.  (Leadership  responsibility  - Mission 
Coordinators) 

6.  Utilize  the  connect ional  system  of  United  Methodist  Women  through 
communication  among  Conference,  District  and  Local  counterparts. 
(Leadership  responsibility  - All  Officers) 

7.  Provide  information  and  specific  action  for  every  Mission

Methodist  Women  and  individuals.  (Leadership  responsibility  - 
President,  Secretary,  Newsletter  Editor) 

10.  Organize  one  new  unit  and  reactivate  one  unit  in  each  District 
with  the  help  of  District  and  Conference  officers.  (Leadership 
responsibility  - Membership  Secretary) 

The  motion  was  made  by  Betty  Ferrington  and  seconded  by 

Winderlean  Lewis  to  adopt  these  1988  goals  to  be  presented  to  the  1987 

Annual  Meeting.  The  motion  carried  unanimously. 

COMMITTEE  ON  FINANCE  - Judy  Rountree,  Chairperson,  discussed  the  need  for 
a 5%  increase  in  pledges.  Some  districts  have  increased  pledge  and  others 
have  remained  the  same.  The  budget  was  reviewed  with  the  notation  that  it  is 
basically  the  same  as  last  year. 

The  motion  was  made  by  Judy  Rountree  and  seconded  by  Mary  Lou 
France  that  the  attached  proposed  budget  as  recommended  by  the  Committee 
on  Finance  be  approved  for  adoption  at  the  1987  Annual  Meeting.  The  motion 
carried  unanimously. 

The  treasurer  announced  that  the  audit  had  been  received. 

She  read  for  inclusion  in  the  minutes  the  following  paragraph  that  was  a part 
of  a letter  mailed  to  District  Treasurers  and  Financial  Interpreters: 

"Since  we  were  not  in  a position  to  raise  our  pledge  for  '88  and 
the  '87  pledge  was  already  set,  we  must  promote  and  increase  our 
"love"  giving  --  SMRs,  Gifts  to  Mission,  World  Thank  Offering,  Mission 
Candle  and  A & MD  Gifts.  To  increase  the  Conference  Pledge,  districts 
will  have  to  increase  the  district  pledges.  Remember,  $73,000  is  our 
share  for  increase  by  1990,  and  IT  IS  POSSIBLE.  We  hope  to  get 
everyone  excited  about  this  wonderful  opportunity  to  spread  the  Gospel 
through  Mission." 

SCHOOL  OF  CHRISTIAN  MISSION  - Evelyn  Evans,  Dean,  reported  that  the 
present  registration  for  the  two  schools  is  220.  Plans  are  on  schedule. 
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WOMEN'S  DIVISON  - Paula  Milo  brought  greetings  from  Women's  Divison  and 
reported  that  Regional  Schools  of  Mission  have  been  very  successful  and  the 
Global  Gathering  had  been  wonderful.  Women's  Division  now  looks  toward  its 
last  annual  meeting  of  the  1984-1988  quadrennium.  The  main  focus  will  be  to 
prepare  a final  draft  of  resolutions  for  General  Conference.  She  expressed 
how  broadening  and  challenging  it  has  been  for  her  to  have  served  on  Women's 
Division.  Her  term  will  end  in  September  1988.  The  Women's  Division 
continues  to  promote  positive  programs  of  outreach  and  mission  through  United 
Methodist  Women. 

BOARD  OF  GLOBAL  MINISTRIES  - Amy  Ward,  Director,  sent  a report  which  was 
read  by  the  President.  The  following  are  excerpts  from  the  report: 

"In  1984  General  Conference  approved  a resolution  entitled  'Health  For 
All  By  The  Year  2000'  presented  by  the  General  Board  of  Global 
Ministries.  The  United  Methodist  Church  is  the  first  religious  body  in 
the  world  behind  this  goal  adopted  by  the  World  Health  Organization  in 
1977.  This  resolution  asks  all  annual  conferences,  related 
institutions,  local  churches,  and  all  church  members  to  be  informed 
about  Health  For  All  goals,  and  to  work  with  other  groups  to  develop 
means  of  promoting  and  protecting  health. 

This  resolution  says  in  part,  'The  United  Methodist  Church  affirms 
health  as  a condition  of  physical,  mental,  social,  and  spiritual  well 
being  to  be  desired  and  worked  for  by  all  persons,  and  that  all  persons 
are  entitled  to  basic  health  care,  while  at  the  same  time  having  a 
responsibility  to  care  for  their  own  health  and  to  protect  the  health  of 
others . ' 

The  General  Board  of  Global  Ministries  sees  the  healing  ministry  as  an 
important  part  of  mission.  It  goes  beyond  the  curing  of  illness  and 
includes  wholeness  of  individuals,  families  and  communities.  It  is 
clear  that  while  all  of  us  seek  wholeness,  many  of  our  sisters  and 
brothers  in  other  lands  encounter  more  difficult  barriers  than  we  do. 

I have  been  assigned  to  a study  task  force  to  visit  Chile,  Argentina  and 
Uruguay  to  meet  with  church  leaders  and  health  workers  to  learn  about 
the  condition  in  which  people  are  living,  to  learn  what  the  church  can 
do,  and  is  doing,  to  bring  health  for  all. 

Health  For  All  is  one  of  the  most  important  goals  of  the  20th  century. 

The  United  Methodist  Church  can  make  a difference.  I'm  excited  about 
the  possibilities  for  this  church-wide  study!" 

SHARE  THE  VISION,  SAY  YES  - These  events  have  been  informative  and 
inspirational.  There  will  two  more  sessions  during  1987  - one  in  Wichita, 
Kansas,  and  the  other  in  Oklahoma  City,  Oklahoma. 

Brochures  on  South  Central  Juridiction  Meeting,  MacDonell's  United 
Methodist  Children's  Services,  and  St.  Mark's  Community  Center  were 
distributed. 

The  meeting  adjourned  with  prayer.

and  Becky  Gerardy,  President  of  Noel  Memorial  United  Methodist  Women. 
Commendation  and  gratitude  were  expressed  to  the  Annual  Meeting  Task  Group  and 
others  who  planned  and  worked  for  the  Fourteenth  Annual  Meeting. 

The  President  introduced  Mrs.  Patsy  Barnes  who  recently  joined  the 
Louisiana  Conference  staff  to  work  with  the  Conference  Foundation. 

Mrs.  Barnes  briefly  presented  proposed  plans  and  methods  to  enhance  the 
Foundation  in  our  Conference  and  expressed  her  availability  on  behalf  of  the 
Foundation. 

MINUTES  - The  motion  was  made  by  Lillian  Soileau  and  seconded  by  Ola 
McNaughton  that  the  minutes  of  the  Executive  Committee  meeting  held  on  July 
20,  1987,  be  approved  as  printed.  The  motion  carried  unanimously. 

The  President  appointed  Lynn  Foil  and  Mary  Pollard  to  examine  the  minutes 
of  the  meeting  in  session. 

CORRESPONDENCE  - A thank  you  note  for  the  gift  to  mission  in  her  honor 
which  was  received  from  Evelyn  Evans  was  read. 

PRESIDENT  - Janelle  McCammon' s report  will  be  given  during  the  program  of 
the  Annual  Meeting. 

VICE  PRESIDENT  - Betty  Ferrington  gave  a detailed  report  on  the  National 
Seminar  held  in  Columbus,  Ohio.  The  following  is  an  excerpt: 

"I  met  and  became  good  friends  with  Constance  Handy  and  Phyllis 

Wilbert  from  our  own  Conference  during  eight  days  of  Bible  study  and 
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presentation  of  issues.  The  theme,  'Faithful  Action,  Joyful 
Living',  was  affirmed  and  reaffirmed  with  presentations  by  the  likes 
of  Laura  Clark  who  did  a one  woman  drama  'Planting  in  the  Dust' 
during  which  one  almost  smelled  and  choked  on  the  dust  that  came  in 
storms  across  lands  raped  by  machinery  and  bad  farming  techniques; 

Jim  and  Barb  Ramsey  who  shared  the  realization  and  failure  of  dreams 
as  a mid-west  farm  family  and  their  faith  in  a future  with  God;  Tena 
Willemsma  who  left  us  with  a picture  of  Appalachia  etched  firmly  in 
our  hearts  and  brains;  Calvin  King  who  told  us  about  the  little 
known  plight  of  black  farmers;  Hoopio  De  Cambra  and  Jean  Chaudhuri 
who  painted  such  vivid  word  pictures  of  the  suffering  endured  by  the 
indigenous  people  of  Hawaii  and  the  Native  Americans;  Doris  Akers 
who  described  the  rejection  by  her  local  pastor  and  congregation 
because  of  her  vigil  by  the  railroad  tracks  as  the  'white  train' 
begins  its  trek  across  America;  Marta  Benavides,  Nelia  Sancho, 
Teresa  Amott,  Sara  Nelson,  and  Anna  Rhea  who  literally  rocked  me 
back  on  my  heels  as  they  told  of  the  situation  south  of  our 
borders  - our  own  government's  manipulative  role  in  the  destiny  of 
Mexico,  the  Philippines  and  Central  America  - of  the  existence  of  a 
secret  team  who  has  taken  matters  into  their  own  hands  to  achieve 
and  idyllic  world  free  from  communism  - a team  riddled  with  military 
men,  drug  traffickers,  assassins,  and  controlled  by  the  Mafia,  FBI 
and  CIA;  then  David  Briddell  and  Peggy  Garrett  who  pointed  out  the 
subtle  racism  that  exists  in  our  own  rank  and  file  and  throughout 
our  country. 

The  weightiness  of  the  issues  was  interspersed  with  the 
testimonies  of  these  who  in  spite  of  circumstances  or  maybe  because 
of  circumstances,  have  found  joyful  living  through  faithful  action; 
music  that  at  once  relaxed  and  inspired;  Bible  study  and  teaching  of 
spiritual  disciplines  that  revealed  how  each  of  us  must  learn  to 
'be'  in  Christ  before  we  can  begin  to  'do'  for  Christ.  Never  in  my 
life  has  my  intellect  been  stretched  to  this  limit.  Never  in  my 
life  has  my  sense  of  direction  been  so  challenged.  Never  in  my  life 
has  my  soul  been  so  stirred.  In  the  words  of  my  new  found  friend, 
Phyllis  Wilbert,  'I  was  scared  to  death  to  come  here  because  I 
feared  that  I would  be  changed.  ' And  we  were!  Thanks  be  to  God  and 
those  of  you  who  gave  us  the  opportunity  to  be  changed." 

RECOMMENDATIONS  TO  THE  ANNUAL  MEETING 

The  motion  was  made  by  Winderlean  Lewis  and  Evelyn  Evans  that  the 
offering  from  the  Fourteenth  Annual  Meeting  be  given  on  behalf  of  persons  in 
mission  in  honor  of  Ester  Hammond.  The  motion  carried  unanimously. 

The  Committee  in  common  agreement  recommended  that  the  Women's 
Division  nominees  and  South  Central  Jurisdiction  Meeting  delegates  as  elected 
by  the  Executive  Committee  be  announced. 

Secretary  Sally  Turner  was  directed  by  the  Committee  to  present  the 
recommendations  to  the  Annual  Meeting  relative  to  designation  of  the  offering, 
nominees  for  Women's  Division,  and  delegates  to  the  Quadrennial  Meeting, 
United  Methodist  Women,  South  Central  Jurisdiction  Meeting. 

TREASURER  - Judy  Rountree  reported  a current  balance  of  $9,663.40.  The 
Certificates  of  Deposits  were  handled  as  recommended  by  the  Executive 
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Committee.  The  remainder  of  funds  for  the  School  of  Christian  Mission  were 
received  and  the  account  balanced  with  approximately  $1,000  excess.  The 
retiring  officers  pins  had  not  been  received  - no  idea  of  reason  for  delay. 

FINANCIAL  INTERPRETER  - Lynn  Foil  reviewed  the  plans  for  the  pledge 
service  for  Annual  Meeting  entitled  "Gifts  of  Hope."  A proclamation  will  be 
presented  to  declare  the  month  of  October  as  "World  Thank  Bank  Offering 
Month. " 

MISSION  COORDINATORS  REPORTS  - Reports  are  on  file  from  each  coordinator, 
including  details  of  the  following  recorded  highlights: 

CHRISTIAN  PERSONHOOD  - Ella  Mae  Custer,  Conference  Coordinator,  shared 
communications  mailed  to  her  district  counterparts  and  announced  the  four 
districts  participating  in  the  Reading  Program:  Baton  Rouge,  New 
Orleans/Slidell,  Ruston  and  Shreveport. 

CHRISTIAN  GLOBAL  CONCERNS  - Johnnye  Butler,  Conference  Coordinator, 
affirmed  the  concern  for  involvement  in  the  world  through  Christian  mission  to 
be  the  main  thrust  for  Christian  Global  Concerns  and  the  attempt  to  develop 
skills  in  communication,  understanding,  and  service  to  others.  She  expressed 
thanks  for  having  had  the  opportunity  to  be  a part  of  this  Committee  and 
United  Methodist  Women. 

CHRISTIAN  SOCIAL  INVOLVEMENT  - Georg ie  P.  Dunbar,  Conference  Coordinator, 
reported  that  the  "Peace  with  Justice"  program  will  mobilize  9,500,000 
Methodists  to  witness  for  a faithful,  disarmed,  just  and  secure  world.  She 
stated  that  we  must  do  what  we  can  to  alleviate  feelings  of  fear,  hate,  and 
inequality.  We  must  give  hope  to  a world  yearning  for  the  peace  that  means 
more  than  the  absence  of  war  but  also  peace  which  regards  all  people  as  God's 
children  worthy  of  respect,  wholeness,  a chance  in  life  in  a world  which  is 
equipped  for  this  by  God. 

SUPPORTIVE  COMMUNITY  - No  report  was  given  in  the  absence  of  Taylor 
Phillips,  Conference  Coordinator. 

PROGRAM  RESOURCES  - Lueburda  Myers,  Secretary  of  Program  Resources, 
pointed  out  that  all  books  and  materials  had  been  inventoried  and  set  up  for 
the  Annual  Meeting.  She  announced  that  she  looks  forward  to  closing  out  her 
office  on  Saturday,  having  enjoyed  her  tenure  on  the  Conference  Committee,  and 
that  she  has  been  asked  to  serve  on  the  jurisdiction  level. 

Lueburda  was  congratulated  and  commended  for  being  selected  to  serve  on 
the  South  Central  Jurisdiction  Team  as  secretary. 

MEMBERSHIP  - Pat  Cobb,  Chairperson  of  the  Committee  on  Membership, 
announced  that  four  new  units  have  been  organized  this  year  and  the  Lake 
Charles  District  had  100%  reporting  for  United  Methodist  Women  Sunday.  For 
the  coming  year  "Growing  Great  in  '88"  has  been  chosen  for  the  theme  of  United 
Methodist  Women.  A good  workshop  was  held  in  Lake  Charles  and  February  27  is 
the  date  for  New  Orleans/Slidell  District. 

NOMINATIONS  - Idelle  Simms,  Chairperson  of  the  Committee  on  Nominations,

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the  training  for  Committee  Members  on  Nominations  in  Chicago,  January  29-31, 
1988.  She  expressed  pleasure  in  serving  on  the  Conference  Committee  on 
Nominations . 

DISTRICTS  - Reports  are  on  file-  from  each  president,  including  details 
of  the  following  recorded  highlights. 

ALEXANDRIA  - Winderlean  Lewis,  District  President,  reported  the  District 
has  promoted  two  workshops  on  designated  and  undesignated  giving.  A publicity 
chairperson  has  been  appointed  for  the  District  whose  responsibilities  will 
specifically  relate  to  improving  the  newsletter. 

BATON  ROUGE/HAMMOND  - Alice  Story,  District  President,  reported  the  Mini- 
School  was  successful  in  every  way  but  attendance.  The  allotment  of 
additional  time  for  classes  met  with  very  good  response.

She  attended  a Historians'  Workshop  held 
in  Dallas,  Texas,  in  March  1987,  an  informative  and  enlightening  experience. 

EDITOR  - Nancy  Carruth  reminded  District  Presidents  to  get  mailing  labels 
to  her  as  soon  as  possible  - will  need  them  for  January  mailing  of  the 
newsletter.  Material  for  this  edition  should  be  submitted  by  the  end  of  the 
year.

THEME  HYMN:  "The  First  Song  of  Isaiah"  was  led  by  Suzanne  Cate. 

WELCOME:  Ola  McNaughton,  president  of  the  Shreveport  District,  extended 
a welcome  on  behalf  of  the  District.

There's  a 
lot  happening  today  - a lot  of  activity  and  excitement  - a lot  of 
hustle  and  bustle.  Sometimes  we  get  so  busy  we  lose  our  perspective 
and  forget  why  we  are  gathered  together.  We  will  be  thinking  about 
our  theme  - the  Lord  God  is  my  strength  and  my  song  and  will  be 
thinking  how  we  can  take  that  strength  and  song  and  make  it  our  own 
personally  by  becoming  quiet  and  by  listening  to  what  God  has  to 
say.  It  is  only  when  we  get  the  busyness  out  of  our  minds  and  the 
tension  out  of  our  bodies  that  we  can  fully  receive  the  blessing. 
Be  very  comfortable  where  you  are  and  use  your  imagination  as  an  aid 
to  relax  mind  and  body.  This  is  a time  to  address  any  problems  that 
each  of  you  may  have. 

There's  a song  in  one  of  our  hymnals,  'Through  It  all'  and  as 
you  listen  to  the  words,  I ask  that  each  of  you  open  your  heart  to 
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God's  message  and  to  receive  what  He  is  saying  to  you,  individually 
and  personally,  at  this  moment  in  this  place. 

'I've  had  many  tears  and  sorrows,  I've  had  questions  for  tomorrow, 

There 've  been  times  I didn't  know  right  from  wrong. 

But  in  every  situation  God  gave  blessed  consolation  that  my 
trials  come  only  to  make  me  strong. 

I've  been  lots  of  places  and  I've  seen  lots  of  faces, 

There 've  been  times  I felt  so  all  alone, 

But  in  my  lonely  hours,  yes  those  precious  lonely  hours, 

Jesus  let  me  know  that  I was  His  own. 

I thank  God  for  the  mountains,  I thank  Him  for  the  valleys, 

I thank  Him  for  the  storms  He  brought  me  through; 

For  if  I'd  never  had  a problem,  I wouldn't  know  how  to 
solve  them, 

I'd  never  know  what  faith  in  God  could  do. 

Through  it  all,  through  it  all,  I've  learned  to  trust  in  Jesus, 

I've  learned  to  trust  in  God; 

Though  it  all,  through  it  all,  I've  learned  to  depend  upon 
His  word. ' 

In  our  time  together  I hope  each  of  us  has  found  - Through  It 
All  - God." 

LIGHTING  OF  THE  MISSION  CANDLE:  The  candle  was  lighted.  A total  of 
$8,976.27  was  donated  to  keep  the  candle  burning  for  four  hours  and  thirty- two 
minutes.  Anne  Oliver,  Norma  Winegeart  and  Sally  Nash  gave  the  presentation, 
"Let  us  praise  God  for  what  has  been  - for  what  is  now  - for  what  can  be." 
(Selections  from  Ceremonies  by  Marjorie  Burns)

PRESENTATION  OF  PROGRAM:  June  Sumrall,  chairperson  of  the  Annual  Meeting 
Task  Group,  expressed  her  sincere  appreciation  to  Noel  Memorial  United 
Methodist  Church  and  its  staff  and  to  the  Shreveport  District  United  Methodist 
Women  in  planning  and  implementing  this  program.  Facing  the  Future  - Through 
It  All  GOD.  She  pointed  out,  "There  is  something  planned  that  is  not  printed. 
In  our  very  first  planning  session,  we  asked  God  to  guide  us  and  to  be  present 
in  this  meeting  and  He  promised  to  be  here.  Your  part  on  the  program,  not  in 
print,  is  to  expect  Him,  to  look  for  Him  and  to  feel  His  touch  of  wonder  as 
you  receive  your  special  blessing." 

REPORT  OF  THE  PRESIDENT:  Janelle  McCammon  expressed  gratitude  to  June 
Sumrall,  her  group,  those  in  the  Shreveport  District,  those  in  Noel  Memorial 
United  Methodist  Church,  and  all  others  who  planned  and  prepared  to  make  the 
Annual  Meeting  possible.  Her  report  was  as  follows: 

"Gathered  or  Scattered  - Always  in  Mission  is  the  interesting 
title  of  the  1986  report  of  the  Women's  Division.  Now,  gathering  is 
important.  This  Annual  Meeting  is  the  first  for  the  Louisiana 
Conference  as  we  go  officially  into  the  second  century  of  Methodist 
Women  organized  for  mission.  There  has  been  wonderful  preparation 
for  this  meeting  by  so  many  - the  Task  Force,  women  of  this  great 
church,  and  by  all  churches  of  the  Shreveport  District.  We  are 
grateful  to  each  of  you. 
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We  gather  today  with  a prayer  of  thanksgiving  for  the  heritage 
that  is  ours  and  a prayer  for  strength  and  courage  to  carry  the 
torch  for  mission  in  our  day.  We  gather  as  a community  of  women  who 
are  supportive  of  each  other,  who  love  and  care  for  each  other.  But 
even  more,  we  gather  in  the  tradition  of  women  who  have  had  a 
century  long  faith  commitment  to  meet  the  needs  of  others 
particularly  the  needs  of  women  and  children.  In  1986  virtually 
every  issue  that  concerned  the  Women's  Division  touched  upon  the 
lives  and  needs  of  women  and  families. 

Throughout  that  first  century,  seeds  of  mission  were  scattered 
to  the  ends  of  the  earth,  great  has  been  the  harvest.  Yet  today 
many  of  the  needs  are  the  same  - better  education  for  children  and 
adults,  better  health  care,  opportunities  for  all  adults  to  become 
self-sufficient  and  productive,  and  for  many  to  be  trained  in 
leadership . 

In  1985  the  Women's  Division  inaugurated  a bold  new  venture  in 
District  Leadership  Development.  The  'Share  the  Vision  - Say  Yes' 
events  provided  special  training  for  district  officers.  Each 
district  was  required  to  send  at  least  eight  officers  in  order  to 
attend.  Since  1985  approximately  5500  district  officers  have 
attended  388  training  events  held  throughout  the  United  States.  The 
Baton  Rouge/Lafayette  District  has  just  returned  from  Kansas  City. 
When  the  Baton  Rouge/Hammond  District  goes  to  Oklahoma  City  in 
November,  all  of  our  districts  will  have  participated.  I am 
confident  that  the  skills  and  insights  gained  from  these  events  will 
be  reflected  in  district  planning  and  activities.  In  addition,  each 
new  conference  officer  is  trained  in  New  York;  all  conference 
officers  receive  yearly  training  at  Regional  Schools  of  Christian 
Mission.  There  are  district  and  local  training  sessions  each  fall 
within  the  conference  that  enable  women  to  learn  new  skills  and 
apply  them  to  their  work  in  mission. 

The  Evaluation  Reports  provide  information  about  the  various 
ways  United  Methodist  Women  implement  the  Purpose.  This  past  year's 
reports  were  probably  the  most  comprehensive  that  we  have  received. 
I want  to  share  with  you  some  of  the  interesting  facts  revealed  in 
these  reports  because  I am  thrilled  with  that  which  these  reports 
represent.  I do  not  want  you  merely  to  hear  statistics.  I want  you 
to  envision  women  of  Louisiana  in  worship,  in  study,  and  in  service, 
for  that  is  truly  what  these  numbers  represent.  94  units  were 
involved  in  spiritual  enrichment  retreats  and  day-apart  events.  68 
units  participated  in  the  Reading  Program.  Our  Jurisdiction  led  the 
nation  in  number  of  participants.  174  reported  use  of  the  Program 
Resource  Book  and  190  reported  using  Response  Magazine  in  program 
planning.  There  were  107  unit  subscriptions  to  Response  and  950 
individual  subscriptions.  Strength  was  revealed  in  wide 
participation  in  Call  to  Prayer  and  Self-Denial.  Many  units  were 
part  of  Church  Women  United  in  their  community  and  made  notable 
contribution  to  providing  health  care  kits  for  Louisiana's  women 
prisoners.  363  studies  were  reported  with  emphasis  on  Bible  study. 
1233  studied  Daniel.  Mission  study,  spiritual  enrichment,  the 
Reading  Program,  and  use  of  Program  Resources  are  just  a few  of  the 
ways  United  Methodist  Women  are  involved  in  mission  in  the  local 
unit.  Our  own  splendid  School  of  Christian  Mission  had  280  in 
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attendance  this  year.  We  anticipate  excellent  reports  of  in  the 
year  ahead.  Is  your  unit  making  use  of  all  of  these  opportunities 
to  grow  in  mission? 

United  Methodist  Women  have  always  been  in  the  forefront  in  the 
quest  for  justice  - social,  economic,  and  political  as  we  scatter 
into  all  the  world  in  obedience  to  Jesus'  command  to  go  into  all  the 
world.  There  were  505  listings  of  participation  by  your  units  in 
various  action  projects  such  as  child  advocacy,  peace  efforts, 
legislative  concerns,  poverty,  hunger,  the  environment,  and  aging. 
Immediately  before  us  - in  the  coming  election  - we  are  facing 
issues  that  will  determine  the  future  of  Louisiana  in  years  to  come. 
As  United  Methodist  Women  we  have  the  responsibility  to  become 
informed  and  involved,  to  make  a difference,  to  help  set  the 
direction  in  our  communities  and  our  state. 

Among  the  many  social  action-related  programs  emphasized  in  the 
local  units  throughout  the  country,  three  received  the  greatest 
attention.  These  were  on  issues  of  aging,  legislative  concerns,  and 
women  in  crisis.  Our  organization  is  graying  (as  is  the  nation), 
and  the  concerns  of  women  65  and  over  are  very  important.  We  will 
be  hearing  more  about  this  in  Annual  Meeting.  Your  reports  revealed 
that  40%  of  our  membership  is  under  fifty;  60%  is  over  fifty  with 
17%  of  those  over  seventy. 

It  is  very  important  that  we  recognize  and  utilize  the  talents 
and  skills  of  older  women.  It  is  equally  important  that  we  reach 
out  in  new  and  creative  ways  to  meet  the  needs  of  younger  women. 
Many  of  our  units  are  doing  all  of  this.  We  are  growing.  Pat  has 
an  exciting  report  of  increased  membership,  new  units,  and 
reactivated  units  within  the  conference. 

When  those  brave  women  organized  the  first  Women's  Foreign 
Missionary  Society  in  1869,  they  pledged  to  give  2<t  per  week  to 
mission.  Last  year  United  Methodist  Women  gave  a total  of 
$18,573,298  in  undesignated  giving,  and  we  of  Louisiana  gave 
$329,976  to  mission.  We've  come  a long  way!  But  just  as  statistics 
are  far  more  that  numbers,  these  are  not  mere  dollars.  These 
dollars  make  possible  hundreds  of  life  giving,  life  changing 
opportunities  in  schools,  community  centers,  rural  centers,  shelter 
for  the  homeless  and  the  refugee,  crisis  centers  for  women  and 
children,  children's  homes,  Christian  nurture  through  publications, 
ecumenical  relationships  and  support,  retirement  homes  for 
missionaries,  technical  assistance,  agricultural  training,  audio- 
visual resources,  and  community  outreach  programs.  We  could  go  on 
and  on.  In  this  new  publication  by  National  Division  there  are 
listed  more  than  5,000  projects.  When  the  new  edition  of  the  World 
Division  is  published,  there  will  be  thousands  more.  We  have  come  a 
long  way,  but  we  have  a long  way  to  go  as  Judy  and  Lynn  will  be 
sharing  with  you.  The  challenges  are  greater  than  we  have  ever 
known.  The  needs  are  tremendous,  but  we  can  meet  them.  In  the  next 
two  years  we  must  have  a minimum  of  200  new  missionaries  in  the 
World  Division.  Before  China  was  closed  to  missionaries  some  25 
years  ago,  there  were  some  700,000  Protestants.  To  the  amazement 
and  joy  of  all  Christians,  there  are  now  more  than  3,000,000  in 
China.  The  seeds  that  were  planted  by  those  early  missionaries 
could  not  be  destroyed. 
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One  other  commitment  was  made  by  those  women  of  old  - to  pray 
faithfully  every  day.  This,  too,  must  be  our  commitment.  For  it  is 
only  as  we  search  for  and  find  God's  direction  that  we  can  move 
forward  hand  in  hand  with  Him.  The  beautiful,  inspiring  retreat 
that  we  shared  last  March  had  the  theme,  "Standing  from  a Kneeling 
Position' . Today  we  are  standing,  facing  the  future  - faithful  to 
mission,  committed  to  service  - facing  the  future  with  joy,  with 
confidence,  with  hope.  For  the  God  who  has  led  us  in  the  past  is 
the  same,  yesterday,  today,  and  tomorrow.  Through  it  all  He  has  led 
us,  and  we  trust  Him  to  direct  our  steps  in  all  the  tomorrows. 
Halleluj ah!" 

BUSINESS  SESSION:

RECOMMENDATIONS:  Sally  Turner,  Conference  Secretary,  presented  the 

following  recommendations  of  the  Executive  Committee: 

The  Executive  Committee  of  the  Louisiana  Conference  United 

Methodist  Women  recommends  that  the  offering  from  the  Fourteenth 

Annual  Meeting  be  given  on  behalf  of  persons  in  mission  in  honor  of 
Ester  Hammond. 

The  Executive  Committee  in  compliance  with  our  Constitution  and 
By-Laws  has  elected  as  Women's  Division  nominees  the  following  from 
our  Conference:  Janelle  McCammon,  Helen  Bailey- Johnson,  Mary 
Margaret  Barr,  and  Norma  Winegeart  (alternate). 

Also,  in  accordance  with  By-Laws  the  following  six  (6) 

delegates  have  been  elected  to  the  Quadrennial  Meeting,  United 

Methodist  Women,  South  Central  Jurisdiction,  in  Little  Rock, 
Arkansas,  April  8-10,  1988:  Janelle  McCammon,  Judy  Rountree,  Taylor 
Phillips,  Betty  Ferrington,  Sally  Turner,  Pat  Cobb  and  Lynn  Foil 
(alternate) . 

UMW  SINGS:  Informal  singing  by  assembly  was  led  by  Suzanne  Cate. 

REPORT  OF  THE  TREASURER:  Judy  Rountree  gave  the  following  report: 

"You  never  fail  to  amaze  me!  In  1986  I had  a real  mission 
shopping  spree.  Let  me  dig  around  in  my  shopping  bag  and  see  what 
what  your  mission  dollars  purchased.  Ah,  yes,  first  was  your 
undesignated  pledge  dollars.  We  have  a great  purchase  here  5 days 
and  26  minutes  for  only  $250,230.  That  overpaid  our  pledge  by 
$13,180. 

Look  here!  A receipt  for  the  designated  dollars  sent  to 
mission  from  us- -worth  1 day,  3 hours,  13  minutes  and  45  seconds. 

Over  half  of  this  went  to  Call  to  Prayer  offering  and  National 
Missions . 

And  did  your  Executive  Committee  work!  You  got  a real  bargain. 

They  are  so  economical  with  mission  dollars  that  they  were  able  to 
carry  out  the  conference  and  district  work  utilizing  only  3/4  of  the 
A & MD  Budget.  The  expenses  were  $36,700+  which  is  the  price  of  3/4 
of  one  day's  mission  but  believe  me,  they  weren't  able  to  do  all 
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they  did  in  less  than  one  day's  time.  The  savings  on  the  A & MD 
Budget  added  $11,263.51  to  our  pledge.  This  really  helped  overpay 
our  Pledge  to  Mission. 

So,  what  have  we  done  thus  far  in  '87?  We've  paid  $106,052.11 
or  42%  of  the  mission  pledge  and  used  32.5%  of  the  Conference  A & MD 
Budget  for  expenses.  There  is  a current  bank  balance  of  $9,663.40 
and  two  certificates  of  deposit  for  future  programming.  Four 
districts  have  paid  50+%  and  five  have  paid  40+%  of  their  mission 
pledge . 

Now,  I need  to  talk  about  a pledge  that  has  really  amazed  me 
but  in  a different  way.  Look  in  your  packet  and  find  the  1988 
Pledge  and  A & MD  Budget.  This  pledge  represents  an  increase  of 
only  $1100  over  1987.  It  is  $230  less  than  we  actually  paid  in 
1986.  Why  is  this?  Our  nine  districts  were  hardly  able  to  make 
pledge  increases  because  local  units  either  did  not  raise  their 
pledge  or  did  not  report  a pledge  to  the  district.  We  work  from  the 
local  unit  to  the  district  then  to  the  conference.  The  conference 
pledge  is  not  set  and  then  handed  out. 

Are  we  pledging  a sure  thing  for  fear  we  won't  meet  a higher 
pledge  and  then  giving  of  our  excess  at  the  end  of  the  year?  If  so, 
the  element  of  faith  has  been  removed  from  our  answer  to  God's 
mission  and  Christ's  call.  Remember  we  are  women  of  faith  and  great 
strength  in  Christ. 

The  Executive  Committee  has  reduced  the  Administration  and 
Membership  Development  Budget  by  $998,  so  the  overall  1988  budget 
reflects  an  increase  of  $102  over  1987.  Madam  President,  I move 
adoption  of  this  budget."

When  I stand  before  you  as  your  treasurer  for  the 
last  time  next  year,  I pray  to  report  yet  another  resounding  'yes' 
to  mission's  call."

GREETINGS  FROM  THE  JURISDICTION:  Mrs.  Darlene  Base,  Vice  President  of 
the  Core  Planning  Group  and  representing  the  South  Central  Jurisdiction,  gave 
the  following  report:

You  will  have  six  voting  delegates  which  you 
just  elected  - they  will  be  the  only  ones  who  can  vote  but  the  rest 
of  you  can  participate  in  the  rest  of  the  program  and  the  Choice 
Groups.  Dr.  Rosalie  J.  Lawson,  your  keynote  speaker,  will  lead  one 
group.  The  Bridging  Generation.  Mary  Lou  Santillian  Baert  will  be 
the  keynote  speaker.  Carolyn  Marshall,  President  of  Women's 
Division,  will  be  present.  A video  presentation  on  a 'Share  the 
Vision,  Say  Yes"  workshop  will  be  given. 
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This  is  the  meeting  where  sixteen  Women's  Division  Nominees 
will  be  elected  and  then  eight  of  these  will  be  elected  at  the 
Jurisdictional  Meeting  in  New  Orleans.  The  newly  elected  Core 
Planning  Group  will  be  installed.  I hope  you  will  help  us  promote 
this  meeting. 

I thank  you  for  letting  me  share  with  you  in  your  Annual 
Meeting . " 

LOUISIANA  MISSION  PROJECTS:  Presentations  were  made  by  the  following 
representatives  of  the  projects:  Dulac  Community  Center  - Eva  Underwood, 
MacDonell  Children's  Services  - Gerald  R.  Bridges,  and  St.  Mark's  Community 
Center  - Andrea  Johnson.  Each  reviewed  the  current  activities,  services, 
concerns,  and  updated  their  program  priorities  and  needs.  Evangelism,  nurture 
and  care,  and  education  of  young  people  were  given  as  primary  goals  - these 
projects  are  great  opportunities  to  be  in  mission  today.  Each  expressed 
gratitude  for  the  continued  support  of  United  Methodist  Women. 

PROGRAM  RESOURCES:  Lueburda  Myers,  Secretary  of  Program  Resources, 
announced  that  she  has  on  display  a supply  of  materials  for  you  to  have  a 
close-up  view  of  the  available  resources  from  Service  Center.  The  invitation 
was  extended  to  browse  and  to  purchase  so  that  you  may  enriched  spiritually 
and/or  to  make  recommendations  to  your  local  units. 

NATIONAL  SEMINAR:  Betty  Ferrington  - conference  level  representative, 
Constance  Handy  - district  organization  representative,  and  Phyliss  Wilbert  - 
local  unit  representative  were  delegates  to  National  Seminar  in  Columbus  Ohio. 
Excerpts  from  their  reports  are  as  follows: 

Betty  Ferrington  - "The  theme,  'Faithful  Action,  Joyful  Living' 
was  kept  before  us  on  bright  colored  streamers  that  hung  from 
ceiling  to  floor.  The  idea  of  the  vertical  streamers  displayed  in 
rainbow  colors  was  inspired  by  the  writings  of  Teresa  of  Avila. 

Each  of  the  colors  represented  one  of  the  following  concepts:  faith, 
hope,  love,  action  and  joy.  The  while  ribbon  that  cut  across  the 
stripes  was  meant  to  suggest  pieces  of  the  puzzle  and  how  we  as 
individuals  and  communities  struggle  to  pull  together  the 
fragmentation  and  divisions  we  experience.  The  movement  in  the 
streamers  suggested  a sense  of  moving  forward.  The  theme  was 
further  enforced  by  the  stories  told  in  Plenary  Sessions  of 
experiences  from  all  areas  of  life  and  by  participation  in  the 
Action  Groups. 

Understanding  the  scripture  that  tells  us  that  faith  and  action 
go  hand  in  hand  undergirded  the  purpose  of  this  National  Seminar. 

The  program  was  designed  to  achieve  the  purpose  of  giving 
participants  the  opportunity  to  experience  God  as  the  center  of 
joyful  living;  explore  Biblical  and  theological  foundations  which 
motivate  United  Methodist  Women  to  lives  of  faith  and  action; 
experience  spiritual  disciplines  that  give  direction  and  strength  to 
act;  celebrate  the  fact  that  there  is  joy  in  faithful  action  and 
that  we  can  make  a difference;  learn  advocacy  skills;  develop  action 
projects  around  issues  of  racial,  economic  and  global  justice  and 
the  issue  of  peace;  and  then  to  implement  the  models  at  the  local, 
district  and  conference  levels,  enabling  all  of  us  to  take  risks 
within  a caring,  supportive  community. 
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To  achieve  the  purpose,  women  who  reflected  the  diversity  of 
the  membership  of  United  Methodist  Women  and  of  the  ecumenical, 
international  community  were  asked  to  be  participants.  The 
resources  of  the  University  of  Ohio,  the  City  of  Columbus  and  the 
surrounding  area  were  used  in  field  trips  and  outings.  Stories  of 
faith  and  action  told  through  art,  drama,  music  and  humor  were 
interspersed  throughout  the  sessions  which  provided  participants 
enough  spiritual,  physical  and  mental  space  to  learn  and  grow  at 
their  own  pace. 

We  want  to  share  with  you  some  of  our  impressions  and 
observations  of  the  happenings  in  the  Plenary  Sessions  and  Action 
Groups.  we  are  in  hopes  that  you  will  take  this  back  to  your 
Districts  and  Local  Units  and  become  involved  in  righting  the 
wrongs.  Phyliss  will  report  on  the  Plenary  Sessions  and  Constance 
will  report  on  the  Action  Groups." 

Phyliss  Wilbert  - "One  of  the  highlights  of  the  seminar  was  the 
dignified  slate  of  speakers  who  came  to  us  from  such  places  as 
Hawaii;  the  Appalachian  region;  Tempe,  Arizona;  Follette,  Texas; 
Mexico  City;  New  York;  the  Philippines;  and  Washington  D.C.  Each 
had  a story  to  tell  and  each  had  a special  concern  for  needs  that 
are  not  being  met.  The  focus  was  on  women  and  children  who  are  our 
special  mission  as  United  Methodist  Women,  but  men  too  are  suffering 
in  many  of  these  areas.  I want  to  share  with  you  a few  facts  that 
we  learned. 

A special  concern  is  that  of  the  plight  of  farmers  and  the 
misuse  and  abuse  of  our  land.  In  a one-woman  play  by  Laura  Clark, 
we  learned  about  the  loss  of  much  of  the  top  soil  in  the  Dust  Bowl. 
One-half  of  our  farmland  has  already  been  wasted  and  small  farmers 
are  being  forced  out  by  huge  conglomerates  that  care  for  profits 
over  good  husbandry.  The  black  farmers  in  the  United  States,  mainly 
in  the  Corn  Belt,  are  steadily  declining  through  lack  of  financing, 
exorbitant  taxes,  present  laws,  and  unfair  legislation.  In  the 
Appalachias,  land  has  been  systematically  stolen  from  the  Native 
Americans,  which  in  turn,  is  being  systematically  destroyed  through 
large  corporate  exploitation.  Land  has  been  returned  to  the  natives 
in  Hawaii,  but  it  is  only  land  that  is  uncultivable . It  is  a given 
fact  that  when  land  is  in  the  hands  of  a few,  there  is 
proportionately,  a distillation  of  the  quality  of  life. 

Doris  Akers  of  Follette,  Texas  is  a wife,  mother,  and  United 
Methodist  Woman  like  you  and  me,  but  she  decided  to  take  action  when 
a train  carrying  nuclear  weapons  and  warheads  began  making  regular 
trips  past  her  home.  She  began  a 'peaceful'  protest  by  standing 
near  the  train  track  in  silent  prayer  as  the  train  passes.  She  then 
telephones  ahead  to  a person  waiting  to  do  the  same  in  a continuous 
chain  of  protest  against  the  nuclear  arms  race.  The  time  could  be 
midnight,  five  a.m.,  or  even  during  mealtime,  she  is  always  there. 
But  she  easily  laughs  at  herself  as  she  says  that  her  cooking, 
washing,  and  cleaning  still  needs  to  be  done. 

Reverend  Marta  Benevides  of  Mexico  City  warned  us  of  the 
devastation  being  wrought  in  South  America  through  United  States 
financing  arms  and  ammunition.  Billions  of  dollars  are  being  spent 
on  war  while  there  is  no  money  for  food  to  feed  starving  women  and 
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children.  She  said  that  a group  such  as  ours  would  be  considered 
subversive  in  her  country  and  targeted  for  arrest. 

Racism,  we  learned,  is  alive  and  well  in  our  country.  However, 
it  is  much  more  subtle  now.  For  example,  less  than  5%  of  the  actors 
on  television  today  are  of  the  minority  group,  2%  of  the 
sportswriters  are  of  an  ethnic  group,  and  the  Writers'  Guild  has 
6300  members  of  which  100  are  Black,  45  are  Hispanic,  and  6 Asian 
Pacific.  There  is  an  organized  move  to  designate  English  as  the 
official  language  of  the  United  States  which  would  force  many  to 
give  up  their  birth  language. 

From  the  Philippines,  we  heard  about  women  and  young  girls  who 
are  exploited  in  factories  which  feeds  the  export  industry.  These 
workers  receive  thirteen  times  less  than  similar  workers  in  Hawaii. 
The  only  alternative  to  this  tedious,  backbreaking  work  is 
prostitution  and  mail-order  brides.  Both,  condemning  them  to  a life 
of  degradation. 

The  United  States  has  been  influential  in  Central  America  since 
the  1800' s,  the  concern  being  one  of  economics.  A suit  is  in 
process  against  many  of  the  characters  involved  in  the  arms  deal  to 
the  Contras.  We  may  one  day  know  the  truth  which  goes  beyond  a 
scope  larger  than  imagined.  However,  the  pleas  we  heard  were, 
please  stay  out  of  our  business  and  let  us  settle  our  affairs.  A 
peace  plan  has  been  proposed  which  many  of  us  wrote  about  to  our 
senators  and  representatives.  We  asked  them  to  support  this  peace 
plan  which  will  be  a first  for  Central  America  in  many  years.  We 
are  asking  you  to  do  the  same  during  this  week-end. 

In  conclusion,  I would  like  to  urge  you  to  hear  what  you  can, 
see  what  you  can,  and  act  when  you  can." 

Constance  Handy  - "Learning  advocacy  skills  in  the  areas  of 
constituency  education,  community  action  and  public  policy; 
developing  action  projects  around  issues  of  racial,  economic  and 
global  justice  and  peace;  and  implementing  the  action  models  at  the 
local,  district,  and  conference  levels  were  three  of  the  six 
purposes  for  which  the  National  Seminar  program  was  designed  to 
achieve.  These  purposes  were  achieved  in  the  dynamic  action  groups 
of  the  seminar.  These  groups  were  appropriately  named  action  groups 
because  they  involved  hands  on  activities  to  acquire  knowledge, 
skills,  and  action  plans  on  a variety  of  timely  topics.  Each  group 
reflected  a variety  of  backgrounds  and  had  a resource  person  and  a 
facilitator. 

My  action  group  was  'Women  in  Politics'.  The  purpose  was 
threefold:  (1)  access  your  own  skills,  (2)  determine  whether  or  not 
you  would  want  to  run  for  political  office  or  work  in  the  campaign 
of  a progressive  woman  or  man,  and  (3)  know  how  to  impact  politics 
through  personal  involvement.  Overcoming  stereotypical  life  styles 
was  identified  as  the  obstacle  to  overcome  in  order  to  achieve  the 
above  mentioned  purposes  in  order  to  become  involved.  Matthew  4:18, 
along  with  several  other  scriptures,  was  the  theological  basis  of 
this  action  group. 

This  group  showed  me  various  ways  of  being  politically 
involved  - from  the  grass  roots  level  to  running  for  office.  It 
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showed  me  that  politics  for  some  women  is  simply  becoming  aware  of 
the  issues  that  affect  them,  their  families  or  jobs  and  keeping 
aware,  through  reading  newspapers,  other  periodicals,  etc.  For 
others,  politics  will  mean  taking  that  extra  step  and  writing  your 
Congressman  on  timely  topics.  Still  for  other  women,  politics  may 
mean  actively  lobbying,  running  for  office,  etc.  But  the  key 
factors  regardless  of  where  you  are  in  the  spectrum  are  involvement, 
knowledge,  and  impacting. 

Since  my  return  from  National  Seminar,  I have  been  very  excited 
and  I now  view  politics  in  a different  perspective.  I expressed  an 
interest  in  knowing  on  what  bills  legislators  were  going  to  vote  in 
the  1988  Legislature  to  a man  who  is  politically  involved  in  my 
community  and  do  you  know  what  he  told  me,  in  part?  'Don't  stir  up 
the  women!'  Needless  to  say  I was  dumbfounded,  but  more  determined 
than  ever,  to  do  what  I could  to  share  my  new  found  enthusiasm  with 
as  many  women  and  men  as  possible." 

Betty  Ferrington  - "In  conclusion,  I would  like  to  share  with 
you  a bit  of  what  it  meant  to  be  in  Bible  Study  and  Spiritual 
Disciplines  at  this  event.  Prior  to  to  the  Seminar,  all 
participants  were  asked  to  read  What  the  Lord  Doth  Require  by  Bruce 
Birch.  Each  morning  this  book  and  the  creation  stories  found  in 
Genesis  formed  the  basis  for  an  hour  of  Bible  Study.  It  was 
unbelievable  how  many  different  ways  one  can  approach  these 
scriptures.  The  Reverend  Ulises  Torres,  an  exile  from  Chile,  who 
was  arrested,  tortured  and  imprisoned  for  fourteen  months  because  he 
questioned  violations  of  human  rights,  the  closing  of  newspapers  and 
radio  stations  and  the  arbitrary  imprisionment  of  Chilean  citizens, 
was  the  leader  of  these  sessions.  The  Reverend  Torres  is  now  the 
pastor  of  two  United  Methodist  Churches  in  Massachusetts.  He  asked 
that  we  examine  the  creation  stories  as  good  sources  for  Christian 
Social  Involvement.  While  they  do  not  address  modern  day  injustices 
or  health  problems,  the  guidelines  are  there.  God,  the  all- 
powerful,  created  everything  else  first  and  then  man.  He  created  us 
to  co-exist  in  harmony  with  all  other  creation.  Unity  is  so 
important,  so  crucial,  not  only  to  ourselves  but  also  to  the  land. 
We  must  asked  ourselves  the  question,  'If  we  were  created  to  live  in 
community  and  harmonious  relationships,  what  then  should  our  role  be 
in  South  Africa,  Korea,  El  Salvador,  Nicaragua,  the  arms  race,  the 
farm  plight,  the  AIDS  Crisis?'  To  face  any  of  these  issues  we  must 
first  learn  to  'be'  in  Christ  so  we  can  determine  for  ourselves  what 
is  good  and  evil.  In  the  garden  humankind  lost  the  ability  to 
really  choose  between  good  and  evil.  It  is  only  through  communion 
with  the  Holy  Spirit  that  this  ability  is  restored.  Then  and  only 
then  can  we  'do'  for  Christ. 

The  danger  is  that  we  tend  to  do  one  or  the  other.  Our 
country's  quest  for  bigger  and  better  weapons  stem  from  our  spending 
too  much  time  in  being  and  not  enough  time  in  doing.  The 
misunderstanding  among  people  of  Christianity  stems  from  some  who 
spend  too  much  time  in  doing  and  not  enough  time  in  being.  There  is 
a time  for  quilting  and  a time  for  us  to  go  out  to  the  Mountain  as 
bearer  of  Good  News,  shouting  with  a loud  voice  'Our  God  is  near.' 
This  is  what  the  world  needs  to  hear,  wants  to  hear  and  what  we  must 
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tell.  We  can  only  tell  it  as  we  learn  it  for  ourselves.  When  you 
return  to  your  Districts  and  Local  Units,  try  very  hard  to  achieve  a 
balance  in  Doing  for  Christ  and  Being  in  Christ.  For  it  is  in  the 
being  that  we  experience  Joyful  Living  and  in  the  doing  that  we 
experience  Faithful  Action." 

BUILDING  THE  CONNECTIONS:  Georgie  Dunbar,  Mission  Coordinator  for 
Christian  Social  Involvement,  gave  the  following  report  from  the  a national 
conference  in  St.  Louis,  Missouri,  on  faith  and  justice  in  today's  world. 

"The  theme,  'Building  the  Connections',  emphasized  the  hope 
that  across  our  church  we  will  bring  renewed  vision  and  vitality  to 
justice  ministries.  Out  of  the  critical  concerns  facing  our  global 
family,  God  calls  us  to  a time  of  searching,  learning,  acting 
together,  ushering  the  human  family  into  the  fullness  of  life  which 
God  promises. 

We  are  Christians  living  in  a broken,  separated  world,  seeking 
God's  shalom.  We  are  Christians  called  United  Methodists  committed 
to  opening  our  lives  as  channels  of  service  to  God  and  human  kind. 

So  it  behooves  us  all  to  look  about  us,  be  aware  of  things  and 
conditions  that  need  to  be  brought  into  keeping  with  what  God  wants 
for  His  children.  Remembering  the  Old  Testament  mandates  that  Jesus 
Christ  made  manifest  in  His  life,  we,  too,  must  go  forth  seeking 
awareness  and  methods  of  alleviating  social  ills  in  the  world  of 
today.  We  must  resolve  to  be  more  active  in  this  business  of  being 
about  God's  business. 

We  were  assigned  to  three  seminars  and  a field  trip.  My 
studies  included  world  peace,  gambling,  and  health  care  with  a field 
trip  to  Barnes  Hospital  which  rendered  health  care  for  those  in 
need.  As  I,  through  the  illness  of  my  unemployed  son,  witnessed  our 
own  state's  health  facilities  in  New  Orleans  this  summer,  I was 
proud  that  ours  are  adequate  as  are  those  in  St.  Louis.  None  is 
made  to  feel  less  in  God's  world  because  they  are  in  need  at  a 
particular  time.  This  we  must  continue  to  support. 

Because  our  state  and  some  of  the  leaders'  stand  on  gambling,  I 
was  very  interested  to  know  the  effects  in  other  states  where  this 
had  been  or  was  being  used.  In  this,  I learned  that  the  negative 
results  far  outweigh  the  benefits. 

For  peace  and  God's  shalom,  we  found  and  learned  that  there 
were  many  conditions  in  the  world  that  need  our  study,  our  prayers, 
and  our  work  towards  alleviating  ills. 

Other  seminars  included  substance  abuse,  economic  justice, 
violence  with  women  and  children,  nuclear  issues,  care  of  the 
creation,  unemployment,  economic  boycotts,  farm  situation,  and  many 
others.  This  was  a large  conference  dealing  with  large  issues  under 
extremely  capable  leadership.  The  mission  fair  had  materials  and 
displays  relevant  to  the  issues  studied.  A conference  such  as  this 
one  makes  us  aware  of  the  tremendous  outreach  of  our  church  and  its 
concern.  If  you  ever  have  the  opportunity  to  be  a part  of  one,  take 
it.  I thank  you,  United  Methodist  Women,  for  letting  me  be  your 
representative. " 
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CHANGEPOINTS : Reverend  Ester  Hammond  expressed  thanks  to  United 
Methodist  Women  for  being  with  her  and  for  the  support  given  to  her  and 
others.  She  cited  facing  the  future  as  she  began  and  continued  on  her  path  of 
ministry  for  the  Lord.  She  challenged  us  to  launch  out  in  the  future  with  God 
because  he  has  marvelous  possibilities  and  marvelous  opportunities  waiting  for 
us  out  there.  She  encouraged  us  to  launch  out  in  boldness  as  individuals  and 
God  will  give  us  the  power  to  meet  every  challenge  that  comes  up.  His  power 
will  give  us  confidence  to  stand  and  mold  our  future.  She  closed,  "I  don't 
know  what  is  in  the  future  for  me  and  I don't  know  what  is  in  the  future  for 
you,  but  I know  that  we  can  go  in  confidence  and  power  with  God.  God  holds 
for  us  exciting  adventures  so  launch  out  in  the  future  with  confidence  in 
Him." 


The  afternoon  session  was  adjourned  and  reassembled  at  6:30  p.m.  at  the 
Sheraton  Pierremont  Hotel  and  Towers  for  the  Banquet.

The  Fourteenth  Annual  Meeting  reconvened  in  the  sanctuary  on  Saturday 
morning  at  8:30  a.m.

MORNING  MEDITATION:  Bishop  Ben  Oliphint  delivered  an  inspirational 
message.  The  following  are  excerpts  from  his  meditation: 

"The  Pope  has  been  visiting  in  the  United  States  and  has 
provoked  an  interesting  discussion  about  the  church  and  women  - 
their  place  and  responsibility.  One  thing  he  emphasized  was  that 
women  should  emulate  Mary  - they  should  seek  to  be  like  Mary.  So 
let  us  think  about  Mary  and  what  she  was  like  and  perhaps  in  a very 
positive  way  we  can  find  some  qualities  in  her  which  all  of  us  might 
discover  anew  for  ourselves." 

He  read  the  scripture,  Luke  1:26-38,  which  tells  about  the 
angel  coming  to  Mary  and  Jesus'  birth  is  foretold. 

"We  really  know  very  little  about  Mary  - we  do  not  know  her 
last  name  and  nothing  about  her  family  - genealogy  was  never  traced 
through  the  woman  but  was  traced  through  the  man.  She  had  a 
prominent  cousin  named  Elizabeth.  She  was  from  Nazareth.  Very 
little  is  known  about  her  in  the  scripture.  Yet  the  truth  is  that 
generation  after  generation  of  people  down  through  the  years  have 
risen  up  and  called  her  'blessed'.  Let  us  look  at  why  this  is  so 
and  what  model  she  would  have  for  us  and  for  you,  particularly  as 
women.  For  one  thing  Mary  consented  to  be  the  hand  maiden  of  the 
Lord.  'Be  it  unto  me  according  to  your  word',  and  the  door  opened 
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and  God  entered  the  world  in  a way  that  had  never  been  done  before 
because  she  consented.  Our  consent  is  necessary  for  God  to  enter 
into  our  lives.  Our  God  is  the  kind  of  God  described  by  Phillip 
Brooks  who  said,  'Where  meek  souls  receive  Him,  He  enters  in'  . God 
is  a God  who  does  not  force  Himself  upon  us.  'Let  it  be  to  me 
according  to  your  word. ' 

God  can  use  your  life  to  accomplish  great  things.  Our 
greatness  depends  on  our  being  used.  The  Biblical  witness  from 
Moses  to  Paul  - from  Miriam  to  Mary  - all  focuses  on  the  same 
thing  - God  always  come  in  our  lives  to  ask  us  to  do  something. 
Psalms  says,  'I  remembered  God  and  I was  troubled.'  In  our  church 
today  it  is  'I  was  troubled  and  I remembered  God.'  Religion  that  is 
Biblical  is  always  specific  - not  general.  'Go,  do,  get  upon  your 
feet,  take  up  your  bed,  walk,  move  out  - I have  something  in  mind 
for  you  at  every  turn  in  your  life. ' The  question  over  and  over  for 
us  as  we  come  to  worship  and  to  be  a part  of  the  fellowship  of  the 
church  is  'What  does  God  want  me  to  do  now?'  Religion  is  always  the 
story  of  ordinary  people  called  to  do  extraordinary  things. 

The  thing  will  not  be  done  unless  you  do  it.  Reading  is  not 
enough.  Praying  is  not  enough.  You  have  to  do  what  you  don't  want 
to  do.  You  have  to  go  where  you  don't  want  to  go.  Doug  Hammershold 
wrote  these  words  in  1961.  He  said,  'I  don't  know  who  or  what  the 
question  was  but  one  point  in  my  life,  I did  answer  yes  and  from 
that  hour  I am  certain  that  my  life  is  meaningful  and  that  my  life 
in  serving  has  a goal.'  'Be  it  unto  to  me  according  to  your  word.' 

Amen . " 

MORNING  MEDITATION:  Dr.  Rosalie  J.  Lawson  spoke  on  the  subject  of 
growing  up  and  growing  older  as  women.  The  following  are  excerpts  form  her 
meditation.  She  read  the  scripture,  Ephesians  4:11-16. 

"The  Holy  Spirit  empowers  us  to  be  the  women  of  God  and  to 
listen  more  closely  to  the  voice  of  God.  Four  concerns  I have  about 
us  growing  usp  and  growing  older  as  women  that  I want  us  to  look  at 
closely  are  Christian  maturity,  superwoman,  emotional  health,  and 
acceptance  level. 

Christian  maturity  - what  does  it  mean  to  be  a grown-up 
Christian  woman?  How  do  I look  at  this  in  the  whole  light  of 
Christian  faith?  'And  he  gave  us  some  as  apostles,  and  some  as 
prophets,  and  some  as  evangelists,  and  some  as  pastors  and  teachers. 

He  left  most  important  until  last  - teachers.  He  did  this  for  the 
equipping  of  the  saints  for  the  work  of  service,  to  the  building  up 
of  the  body  of  Christ  until  we  attain  the  unity  of  the  faith  and  the 
knowledge  of  the  Son  of  God,  to  a mature  man,  to  the  measure  of  the 
stature  which  belongs  to  the  fullness  of  Christ.  As  a result  we  are 
not  longer  to  be  children,  tossed  here  and  there  by  waves  and 
carried  about  by  every  wind  of  doctrine,  by  the  trickery  of  men,  by 
craftiness  in  deceitful  scheming;  but  by  speaking  the  truth  in  love, 
we  are  to  grow  up  in  all  aspects  into  Him. ' 

We  have  a couple  of  aversions  in  our  country  not  only  of 
growing  older  but  of  growing  up  in  general.  We  are  not  really  sure 
that  maturity  is  okay.  Growing  up  to  be  the  mature  woman  that 
Christ  wants  us  to  be  is  a real  challenge. 
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One  of  my  role  models  for  my  life  is  Maggie  Cune.  She  is  a 
social  action  woman.  Maggie  says,  'Old  Women  from  all  walks  of  life 
must  take  now  an  active  part  in  changing  and  redesigning  our  lives. 
We  are  not  wrinkled  babies  --  we  are  a new  breed  of  older  women.' 
Too  many  of  us  are  suffering  from  the  'little  princess'  syndrome  - 
we  expected  our  fathers  to  love  us  dearly,  we  expected  our  husbands 
to  love  us  dearly,  our  grandchildren  to  love  us  dearly,  and  then  we 
got  to  be  mean  old  women  because  no  one  loved  us. 

Watch  out  for  role  reversal  - of  children  being  the  adult  and 
the  parent  being  the  child.  Don't  be  parents  of  our  parents,  but 
adult  to  adult.  Respect  is  what  you  earn,  not  from  being  old  and 
not  from  being  acquiescent. 

What  about  this  superwoman  complex?  Super-mom,  super-wife, 
super-grandmother  - being  the  greatest  and  most  perfect  woman  in  the 
world.  That's  a trap.  We  have  to  look  at  this  carefully  in  terms 
of  our  Christian  faith  because  I'm  not  sure  this  fits  the  pattern  of 
Mary.  We  are  going  to  have  to  somehow  balance  this  business  of 
loving  other  people  and  caring  for  other  people,  which  we  have  been 
taught  to  do  since  we  were  little  girls  and  move  into  some  kind  of 
self -nurturing . Stop  worshipping  people  and  turn  yourself  over  to 
God.  Move  out  and  become  the  grown-up  daughter  of  God  - free  in  the 
world  to  say,  'What  do  you  want  me  to  do  next,  Jesus?'  Be  a mentor 
for  other  women  or  role  model  for  other  women.  Come  on  and  dare  to 
live  for  Christ  at  whatever  age  and  stage  you  find  yourself.  We 
have  too  high  expectations  of  ourselves  sometimes  in  comparison  to 
who  God  is  and  how  we  relate  to  Him.  Somehow  if  we  allow  ourselves 
to  more  dependent  on  God  and  His  power,  we  are  going  to  get  this 
strength  and  power  we  need  to  find  out  what  the  next  role  is  for  us 
or  the  next  challenge  for  God. 

Emotional  health  - physical  health  and  spirituality  are 
important  but  let's  look  at  emotional  health  in  women  and  at  some  of 
the  problems.  Billions  of  dollars  a year  are  spent  in  this  country 
to  fight  depression.  Some  are  depressed  by  living  long  lives  and 
not  knowing  what  to  do.  Older  people  have  fear  of  having  cancer, 
losing  their  minds,  being  dependent  on  others  or  running  out  of 
money.  Women  can  get  strength  and  power  from  church  and  being  a 
part  of  groups  like  United  Methodist  Women.  Here  are  some  general 
indicators  of  a mentally  healthy  woman  in  upper  one-third  of  her 
lif  e : 


She  has  a forward  look  at  life,  recognizing  the  realities  of 
today,  but  has  taken  charge  of  her  tomorrows.  Her  concerns  and 
interests  are  diverse,  her  days  are  neither  dull  nor  boring.  Her 
personality  is  integrated  and  she  is  not  at  war  with  herself,  her 
decisions  are  based  on  a sound  pattern  of  consistent  values.  She 
feels  herself  part  of  community  and  is  not  self-isolating . Her 
loving  nurture  of  others  is  freely  given,  making  no  demands  upon 
them.  She  handles  problems  and  challenges  realistically.  Her 
approach  is  not  to  blame  others,  excuse  herself  of  responsibility, 
nor  dwell  on  past  mistakes.  She  has  a reasonable  amount  of  self- 
confidence.  She  considers  neither  herself  nor  others  perfect.  Her 
coping  skills  come  from  experience  and  past  successes,  all  of  which 
make  her  courageous  when  she  needs  to  be.  Her  happiness  is  an 
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internal  thing  and  the  love  she  receives  from  others  is  an  added 
blessing.  She  fights  depression  as  an  enemy  of  the  soul.  She  is 
free  to  grow  and  develop  all  the  days  of  her  long  life.  The  only 
limitations  she  has  are  those  she  accepts  for  herself.  Her  greatest 
freedom,  however,  comes  as  a grown-up  daughter  of  God.  Saved  by 
grace  through  Jesus  Christ,  she  lives  abundantly  now  eternally 
later ! 

How  do  we  really  get  to  the  acceptance  level?  How  do  I move 
from  denial  to  accepting  myself  at  whatever  level  I find  myself  and 
saying  I am  the  growing  and  maturing  daughter  of  God?  I deserve  my 
space  on  earth  and  I am  willing  to  open  myself  to  the  power  and 
message  of  God  that  he  has  for  me  and  to  act  on  it  like  Mary. 

You  and  I are  like  snowflakes.  We  are  beautiful,  unique,  and 
carefully  made.  We  are  temporary  and  God  counts  on  us  to  keep  our 
lamps  lit  for  today  and  that  we  should  live  as  snowflakes  - this  is 
one  of  the  hopes  I have  for  you  and  me. 

From  Ephesians  again,  Chapter  3:  'I  ask  God  from  the  wealth  of 
His  glory  to  give  you  power  through  His  Spirit  to  be  strong  in  your 
inner  selves  and  Christ  will  make  His  home  in  your  heart  through 
faith.  I pray  that  you  may  have  your  roots  and  foundation  in  love 
so  that  you  together  with  all  God's  women  may  have  the  power  to 
understand  how  broad  and  long,  how  high  and  deep,  is  Christ's  love. 

Yes,  may  you  come  to  know  His  love  - although  it  can  never  be  fully 
known  - and  so  be  completely  filled  with  the  perfect  fullness  of 
God.  To  Him  who  is  able  to  do  so  much  more  than  we  can  even  ask  for 
or  even  think  of  by  means  of  the  power  working  in  us:  to  God  be  the 
glory  in  the  church  and  Jesus  Christ  for  all  time,  forever  and  ever! 
Amen'" 

GLOBAL  GATHERING:  Lynn  Foil  and  Judy  Rountree  attended  the  Global 
Gathering  and  shared  some  of  the  high  points  of  this  event  and  the  moving 
experience  felt  by  the  4000  from  40  countries  of  the  world.  Some  of  the  high 
points  cited  were:  seeing  and  hearing  our  missionaries  - the  very  ones  we  talk 
about,  read  about  and  pray  for;  the  feeling  that  the  whole  world  had  been 
brought  together  under  one  roof;  nothing  will  ever  tell  the  story  of  mission 
like  being  in  the  gathering  among  this  great  stream  of  witnesses;  and  puppets 
enacting  the  scripture  of  the  commissioning  of  Isaiah. 

Bishop  Tutu  opened  the  session  by  saying,  "In  God's  world  will  you  be  my 
fellow  workers?"  We  answered  "yes"  so  we  could  see  the  transformation  of  the 
kingdoms  of  the  world  becoming  kingdoms  of  our  God  and  of  His  Christ  and  He 
shall  reign  forever  and  ever.  The  Communion  Service  was  beautiful  - loaves 
and  loaves  of  bread  were  served  to  the  4000  by  all  the  bishops.  The  global 
village  represented  mission  all  over  the  world  - it  told  the  story  of  what 
mission  is.  The  reaffirmation  of  our  baptismal  vows  was  a moving  service. 
The  purpose  of  the  whole  Global  Gathering  was  the  commissioning  and  the 
sending  forth  of  all  the  missionaries  to  all  parts  of  the  world  to  minister  to 
people. 

Following  the  Global  Gathering  all  the  financial  interpreters  and 
treasurers  met  with  Women's  Division  for  a finance  meeting. 

Lynn  Foil,  Secretary  of  Financial  Interpretation,  discussed  a problem 
which  was  presented  to  the  group. 
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"With  the  value  of  the  dollar  going  down  and  the  cost  of 
keeping  mission  alive  going  up,  the  gap  between  the  two  is  getting 
bigger  and  bigger.  $24,000,000  will  be  needed  by  the  year  1990  in 
order  to  keep  mission  where  it  is  now.  The  number  of  missionaries 
needed  is  200  - we  now  send  20.  Louisiana's  fair  share  would  be 
$123,000  - we  will  have  to  increase  $73,000  by  1990.  This  seems 
like  a tremendous  burden  especially  with  the  economy  as  it  is  in 
Louisiana,  but  they  worked  with  us  and  showed  us  there  is  a way.  I 
left  there  knowing  that  My  God  is  not  going  to  let  me  down  now.  It 
is  my  responsibility  as  secretary  of  Financial  Interpretation  to 
convince  you  that  God  is  calling  you  just  as  much  as  He  calls  these 
missionaries  - why  because  He  loves  you." 

Judy  Rountree,  Treasurer,  shared  ways  of  how  Louisiana  can  raise  its 
share : 

"I  want  my  first  statement  to  you  to  be  an  affirmation  that  - 
it  is  possible.  We  have  many  channels  of  giving  undesignated  other 
than  your  pledge  - your  pledge  is  our  greatest  one.  But  we  have  the 
World  Thank  Offering  and  many  of  our  units  do  not  use  this  channel. 

To  promote  this  and  to  help  you  celebrate  and  say  'thank  you'  for 
the  extra  things  that  God  does  for  you.  Prepared  for  you  are  a 
monthly  and  daily  mission  calendar  and  a daily  prayer  calendar: 
first  week  - prayers  of  adoration,  second  week  - prayers  of 
confession,  and  third  week  - prayers  of  thanksgiving,  and  fourth 
week  - prayers  of  supplication.  ACTS  - Adoration,  Confession, 
Thanksgiving,  and  Supplication.  The  two  remaining  days  - pray  about 
your  giving  to  God  - remembering  the  act  of  sharing  our  dollars  is 
only  a medium  of  exchange.  The  real  gift  is  the  sharing  of  God's 
love  with  our  neighbors. 

Women's  Division  is  very  much  aware  of  all  the  problems  we 
face.  They  know  what  we  are  talking  about.  Statistics  were  given 
on  participation  by  the  units  in  the  channels  of  giving  - denoting 
that  approximately  $25,500  could  be  raised  by  increased 
participation  in  this  area.  If  all  district  and  conference 
offerings  go  undesignated,  that  would  be  an  estimated  $14,500.  If 
we  steadily  increase  our  pledge  2-5%  each  year,  that  would  more  than 
meet  the  need.  Are  we  daring  and  visionary  enough  to  meet  this 
challenge?  Can  Louisiana  do  its  part  for  sending  these  200  new 
missionaries  into  mission  while  supporting  the  rest  of  the  mission 
that  happens  around  us.  We  can  finance  where  we  cannot  be." 

She  explained  each  new  channel  of  undesignated  giving  effective 
January  1,  1988. 

A resolution  was  read  and  approved  declaring  the  31-derful  days  of 
October  from  this  day  forth  be  set  aside  and  properly  named  "World  Thank  Bank 
Offering  Month". 

ABOUT  THE  OFFERING:  Lynn  Foil  expressed  how  we  all  are  missionaries 
through  this  offering  in  the  name  of  Ester  Hammond.  "Happy  Birthday,  Ester, 
and  welcome  home." 

OFFERTORY 

REPORT  OF  REGISTRATION:  Mary  Ellen  Gardner,  Registrar,  reported  519  in 
attendance  at  this  meeting. 
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PRESENTATION  OF  SPECIAL  MISSION  RECOGNITIONS:  Janelle  McCammon  expressed 
gratitude  and  praise  for  the  members  of  the  Task  Group  on  Annual  Meeting 
Program,  the  Shreveport  District,  and  Noel  Memorial  United  Methodist  Church 
for  their  efforts,  dedication  and  hospitality.  June  Sumrall,  Chairperson,  and 
Gladys  Prillerman,  Assistant  Chairperson,  were  awarded  Special  Mission 
Recognition  Pins  - gifts  for  the  mission  of  the  church  have  been  forwarded  to 
the  Women's  Division,  Board  of  Global  Ministries,  United  Methodist  Church. 

United  Methodist  Women  honor  those  women  ministers  who  have  been  ordained 
elders  in  the  Conference.  Mrs.  McCammon  announced  that  a Special  Mission 
Recognition  Pin  will  be  sent  to  Reverend  Melissa  Draper  of  New  Orleans  and 
expressed  our  pledge  to  support  her  with  our  love  and  prayers  in  her  ministry. 

PLEDGE  SERVICE:  The  pledge  service  was  conducted  by  Lynn  Foil  and  Judy 
Rountree.  The  theme  for  the  service  was  "Gifts  of  Hope".  District 
representatives  placed  gifts,  symbols  representing  pledges  on  the  altar. 
Members  of  each  district  stood  and  read  a pledge  response  after  its  designee 
presented  its  1988  pledge.  Pledges  were  as  follows:  Alexandria  District  - 
$22,575,  Baton  Rouge/Hammond  District  - $30,000,  Baton  Rouge/Lafayette 
District  - $28,000,  Lake  Charles  District  - $35,000,  Monroe  District  - 
$25,000,  New  Or leans /Houma  District  - $28,000,  New  Orleans/Slidell  - $26,815, 
Ruston  District  - $25,000,  and  Shreveport  District  - $43,500.  The  Louisiana 
Conference  pledged  at  least  $250,000  for  1988.  The  Conference  officers 
covenanted  as  a group  and  as  individuals  to  assist  districts  and  local  units 
to  meet  the  challenge  before  us.  The  service  closed  with  a unison  prayer  for 
affirmation  of  our  purpose  in  mission.

Through  their  dedication 
of  time  and  commitment  of  themselves,  they  leave  a legacy  to  be  proud  of  - we 
honor  them  today."  Special  Missions  Recognition  Pins  were  presented  to 
Lueburda  Myers  - Secretary  of  Program  Resources,  Johnnye  Butler  - Coordinator 
of  Christian  Global  Concerns,  Idelle  Simms,  Elizabeth  Lowrey  and  Mary  Parker  - 
Members  of  the  Committee  on  Nominations.

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DISTRICT  HIGHLIGHTS  FOR  1987 


ALEXANDRIA  DISTRICT
